Both Eyes Nearly Blown Out By 
Bomb Explosion. 


WALTER S. ALGER S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Leaning Over Fireworks Piece When It 
Exploded. Badly Burned But 
Will Save Eyes. 

Walter S. Alger, living on Park 
street opi>osite the Boston and Albany 
freight house, had a narrow escape 
from losing the sight of both eyes— 
and possibly his life—as a result of 
carelessness with explosives last even¬ 
ing. He was engaged in setting off 
fireworks in front of his home about 9 
o'clock at night, and a bomb which he 
had set in place and lighted had ap¬ 
parently gone out. He went to investi¬ 
gate and had just stooped over to see 
the condition of affairs wh n the ex¬ 
plosion came. He was directly over 
the piece and the fire shot up directly 
into his face. The upper part of his 
face was blown full of powder and 
badly burned. Some of the stuff got 
into his eyes and it was thought at 
first that he would lose the sight of one 
if not both, but their condition this 
morning was more favorable and if no 
unexjiected developments arise he will 
recover his sight after a time. He will 
be laid up for a number of days how¬ 
ever, and at present is wearing heavy 
bandages over his eyes. He was at¬ 
tended by Dr. S. R. Carsley. 

Knocked From Electric Car. 

Auto Brushes Conductor Grady Off On 
Ware Line Monday. 

William Grady, a conductor on the 
Ware line of the electric road, was 
knocked from a car between Thorn¬ 
dike and Forest Lake by an automobile j 
Monday afternoon, receiving severe 
but not serious injuries. 

The car was about half way from 
Thorndike to the lake when it met an 
auto. The driver did not turn out 
sufficiently and some part of the ma¬ 
chine caught Grady’s coat as he stood 
on the running board collecting fares. 
The back of the coat was torn out and 
Grady was dragged from the car, fall¬ 
ing to the ground, receiving some 
bruises and a bad shaking up. 

The auto proceeded in a cloud of 
dust which was too thick to enable 
anyone to see the number, the driver 
making no attempt to stop. A clever 
bit of detective work on the part of 
Officer Crimmins however disclosed a 
trail, and after a little work a Ware man 
admitted on Wednesday that it was his 
car which had been the cause of the ac¬ 
cident, and that he had been driving. 
In explanation of his failure to stop he j 
said that he supposed it was the run- ! 
ning board of the car which he hit—he j 
did not know he had struck a person, j 
The matter was reported to Maj. Foote | 
of Holyoke, investigator for the State j 
highway commission, and he was out !

Not the 
least among those classed as patriots 
are the poor people of Massachusetts, 
who have accumulated over $802,000,-; 
000 in the savings banks of the state, 
which is loaned out to those needing it, 
enabling them to make a start in life 
which they would not otherwise be 
able to accomplish. Rev. J. H. Pal¬ 
mer of the Baptist church spoke on 
“Patriotism and religion.” The one 
thing needful to make life all that it 
should be is motive, and it is religion 
which comes in to supply the motive. 
A curving of life is what is needed, not 
a curbing, and Christianity supplies 
the motive. It has not always done 
this, but through no fault of its own.

North Main street has?” Very little, j 
we admit. But we do not believe they , 
will be given the same treatment and 
lack of treatment — for both con¬ 
tributed to the trouble on North Main 
street. In the first place, the North 
Main street object lesson is a forcible 
one, and will doubtless be profited by. 
In the next place we do not believe the 
citizens who will use the new roads 
and who will help to pay for them will 
stand having them neglected. We 
believe they will keep pretty close tabs 
on the man who has them in charge, 
and if he neglects them his official 
head will be demanded in short order. 


The work of patching the macadam s 
on North Main street was begun Tues- \ 
day morning under the supervision of c 
1) L Bodfish, superintendent of state t 
highways. The street was first given a f 
j thorough sweeping which, as it had i 
been allowed to go a week without < 
sprinkling, served to remove all the 
superfluous dirt and leave the surface 
in shape to receive the top dressing. ^ 
| \ coating of hot tar preparation is first 
applied, to make the mixture which is 
put on to fill the holes stick; then a 
mixture of tar and sand, similar to 
that of which tar walks are con¬ 
structed, is put on and raked and 
smoothed over so as to fill the hollows

Easily Recognize Meaning of Its

Elephants are said to make use of a 
great variety of sounds in communi¬ 
cating with each other and in express¬ 
ing their wants and feelings. Some 
are uttered by the trunk, some by the 
throat. The conjunctures in which 
either means of expression is em¬ 
ployed cannot be strictly classified, as 
fear, pleasure, want and other emo¬ 
tions are sometimes indicated by the 
trunk, sometimes by the throat. An 
elephant rushing upon an assailant 
trumpets shrilly with fury. Fear is 
similarly expressed in a shrill, brassy 
trumpet, or by a roar from the .ungs; 
pleasure by a continued iow squeak¬ 
ing through the trunk or an almost 
inaudible purring sound from the 
throat. Want—as a calf calling .ts 
mother—is chiefly expressed by the 
throat. A peculiar sound s made use 
ot by elephants to express iisiike or 
apprehension, and at the ^ame time 
to Intimidate, as when the cause oi 
.some alarm nas not been clearly as¬ 
certained and the animals wish to 
deter an intruder. It is produced oy

Autoists Do Everything Possible For

. Wojcieh Sliska is in the House of 
Mercy hospital in Springfield with a 
broken ankle and internal injuries as 
the result of careless familiarity with an 
auto on the highway Tuesday morning. 

Sliska was walking in the road east 
of the electric plant at Blanchardville 
about three in the morning, when an 
auto approached from behind. It 
swung out to pass the man, but when 
the front of the machine had gone by 
Sliska stepped back against the rear 
mud-guard. He was thrown down and 
his left ankle broken, besides receiving 
internal injuries. 

The driver of the car was Charles E. 
Harris of Easthampton, and there were 
several people with him. They took 
the man aboard and brought him to 
Palmer. The police were notified of 
the accident and Dr. J. I*. Schneider 
was summoned. He made the man as 
comfortable as possible and accom¬ 
panied him to the hospital, the trip 
being made in the Harris car. Every¬ 
thing possible was done for the injured 
man by those in the auto party. 

Motor Truck Through Bridge. 

West Brimfield Structure Gives Way; 

No Damage Except to Bridge. 

The three-ton motor truck of the 
Palmer Trucking company broke 
through a bridge over the Quaboag 

river near West Brimfield Monday 

afternoon, but did not drop into the 
river and was finally got out without 
any serious damage. 

The truck had been to the Marcy & 
Gardner yards at West Brimfield for 
brick, and the men had loaded on 
2000, weighing somewhere between 

four and five tons. The “King” 

bridge west of the station was not con¬ 
sidered safe, so the route to the state 
highway was taken. As the rear of 
truck rolled upon the bridge the 
timbers gave way and the load 
dropped. The rear of the truck, 
which has a considerable overhang, 
had not cleared the abutment how¬ 
ever, and about a foot of it caught 
there. The front wheels remained on 
the river end of the timbers, which 
had not broken, and there the truck 
hung, the rear wheels suspended in 
the air. 

The town of Brimfield had some 
heavy timbers near, and these were 
secured rnd the vehicle jacked up, 
after which it was run off under its 
own power and was found to be practi¬ 
cally uninjured. The men on the 
load, John and Wallace Maynard, 
were uninjured. The bridge is of iron 
with wooden timbers and floor, and 
has long been considered unsafe for 
heavy loads. In fact, a former town 
official states that he remembers a 
consultation with the Brimfield select¬ 
men back in the later '90s, when the 
bridge was condemned.

Palmer Vacationists Have Some 
Exciting Experiences. 


ON THEIR RETURN TRIP FROM MAINE. 


Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Kempton and Son 
Reginald of Knox Street in 
Rockland Smash. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. Kempton 
and son Reginald of Knox street re¬ 
turned Wednesday from their vacation 
with an experience which they will 
probably remember for the remainder 
of their lives, but which they do not 
care to repeat, despite the fact that 
they came through it unharmed. They 
were passengers on the steamer Rock¬ 
land, which collided with a collier just 
after midnight of Monday in a dense 
fog off the Maine coast. The Rockland 
had about 25 feet of her bow crushed 
in like an eggshell, but the water¬ 
tight compartments held and the pas¬ 
sengers were safely transferred to the 
collier, in the process of which two of 
the boats were upset and the passengers 
dumped into the water, though none 
were drowned. 

Mr. Kempton, who is assistant j>ost- 
master, had been with his family to 
Southport, Maine, on his regular vaca¬ 
tion. The party boarded the boat at 
Bath Monday evening and it left on 
time at 6.30. Mrs. Kempton, who is a 
poor sailor, retired immediately after 
supper, and Reginald, the 14-years-old 
son, about 9.30. Mr. Kempton met an 
acquaintance on the boat and they sat 
up talking until 11.30, when Mr. Kemp¬ 
ton turned in. He had barely got to 
sleep when the crash came at 12.05. 
All were immediately awakened, and 
j from the window of the stateroom the 
lights of the collier could be seen close 
to. Heads appeared at other windows 
near by but no one seemed to know 
what the trouble was. Mr. Kempton 
partly dressed and stepped into the 
corridor, where he found employes of 
the steamer with life preservers on. 
He took this as a sign that there was 
serious trouble and began getting them 
on his wife and son, when there came 
a call for all to get on life preservers 
and get out on deck. Here he met his 
friend and all moved along toward the 
boats. They barely missed the first 
two, and it was fortunate that they 
did, for both were upset and the occu¬ 
pants thrown into the water, though as 
they all had life preservers on they 
were quickly rescued. Finally they 
reached a boat which was being loaded ; 
the order was “Women first,” and the 
captain assisted Mr. Kempton to put 
his wife over the rail and into the 
boat. This was the last he saw of her 
until he reached the collier some time 
later. After a little while the collier 
came alongside and the men jumped 
aboard, the drop being about four feet 
to the collier’s deck. The sea was per¬ 
fectly smooth, but it was dark and 
there was a dense fog. The collier pro¬ 
ceeded slowly, and later the lights of 
the Belfast, another steamer, were 
sighted. She stood by for about 15 
miles, when all the passengers — about 
300 — were transferred to her and taken 
on to Boston, arriving there about 9 in 
the morning. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kempton consider 
themselves fortunate in many ways. 
When Mr. Kempton applied for a state¬ 
room on Saturday there was already a 
“Chance” list, on which he was No. 
11 ; staterooms which were uncalled for 
at sailing time were awarded on this 
list in the order of the numbers. But 
on Monday before sailing Mr. Ivemp- 
ton managed to secure an outside room 
at the rear of the boat, away from the 
noise of the machinery, and farthest 
from danger when the smash came. 
He states that there was not a great 
deal of undue excitement, though in a 
gathering of 300 it would be unusual if 
there were not some hysterics. When 
he left the stateroom he took his suit¬ 
cases, determined to hang on to them 
until compelled to let-go ; as a result he 
saved all his belongings, while others 
who were not so thoughtful lost theirs. 
The only loss sustained was a bracelet 
from Mrs. Kempton’s arm, which was 
pulled off in the handling incident to 
the trip to the collier in the small 
boat. At the collier Mrs. Kempton, 
with the others, was obliged to climb a 
swinging rope ladder to the deck, and 
in the process her clothing was some¬ 
what torn.

Monson Man Jumps From Third Story in 
Hotel Fire. 

Kverett T. Maguire, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Everett Maguire of Margaret

Maguire, who is employed as a book- 
keej»er by the Knox Automobile Com¬ 
pany in Springfield, was taking his an¬ 
nual vacation, and together with Harry 
Perkins, a chum from Springfield, was 
asleep in a room on the third floor. 
Some time between <i and 6.30 o’clock 
the clerk of the hotel starter! a fire in 
the tireplace in the office and hurried 
out doors ami started for the village 
nearby. The office of the hotel was 
decorated with spruce bows and it is 
thought that these caught fire. 

Maguire woke up, smelled smoke and 
heard people shouting. He awoke his 
roommate and by this time the flames 
were roaring in the room all around 
them. They both jumped out the 
window, landing on the balcony two 
stories below anti rolled off onto the 
ground. Maguire fell quite hard on 
his back, slightly spraining it. Not 
until he had been on the ground for 
several seconds did he realize that he 
had saved a coat anti a pair of trousers 
which he remembered having hung up 
near the window through which they 
made*their escape. Perkins did not 
save anything. All of their other 
property, including their money, 
watches and jewelry, was burned up. 

Mr. Maguire expects to return to his 
work Monday, but his own narrow 
escape and witnessing the terrible 
death of four of the guests of the hotel 
with whom he was acquainted is some¬ 
thing that will never be forgotten.

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WOMAN DEFIES RAILROAD. 

Construction Gang Held at Bay 
By Widow and Children. 

MRS. SCOVERA DECIDEDLY OBJECTS. 


Circle of Children Around Trees Foi| 
Choppers. Tools Grabbed From 
Workmen’s Hands. 

The old saying, “If a woman will 
she will, you may depend on't ; if she 
won’t she won’t, and that’s an end 
on’t,” has been exemplified this week 
along the line of the New Southern 
New England railroad from Palmer to 
Providence. 

The scene of the trouble is the 
Robinson farm about four miles east of 
Palmer, and the “woman in the case ” 
is Mrs. A. Scovera, the owner. Mrs. 
Scovera is a widow, but apparently 
well able to stand up for her rights — 
as she sees them. The advance gang 
of the construction crew struck the 
Scovera place this week and began to 
clear up a little for the more serious 
work of building the roadbed. Mrs. 
Scovera objected however, and no 
amount of argument could change her. 
The men attempted to cut a few trees 
and otherwise prepare the way for the 
excavators and graders, and Mrs. 
Scovera’s method of remonstrance 
was to seize the tools in the hands of 
tli% workmen when they attempted to 
prbeeed. If they tried to chop a tree 
two methods were employed : The ax 
was seized in the hands of the chopper, 
and if she was shaken off and he tried 
to strike the tree, a ring of children — 
there are ten or a dozen little Scoveras 
— was formed about it and of course 
the chopping would have to be sus¬ 
pended. Deputy Sheriff Bills was 
called to the place but failed to make 
any change in the woman's attitude. 

While the railroad has been given a 
legal right to go through Mrs. 
Scovera’s land she has not yet been 
paid for the damage, failing to come to 
an agreement with the company’s land 
agent. The road has offered to buy 
her entire farm but she will not take 
the price offered, which is said to be a 
good one : an offer has also been made 
to buy her additional land on the other 
side of the road to make up her loss ; 
but she “won’t;” another offer is to 
move her house and barn to a new 
location — the road will pass across the 
present site—grade up the grounds and 
make various other improvements, in 
addition to a substantial sum in cash— 
but nothing doing. The railroad can¬ 
not be expected to suspend operations 
on her account, and what the result 
will be remains to be seen. At last 
reports she was as beligerent as ever. 

Bridge Will Be Repaired. 

Suggestion to Discontinue West Brim- 

field Road Is Impossible. 

Suggestion has been made that the 
bridge over the Quaboag river at West 
Brimfield, which gave way last week 
untler a heavy load, be abolished and 
the road crossing it be discontinued, j 
making use of another short strip of 
road in that vicinity and another 
bridge over the river ; the adoption of j 
the proi>osition would relieve the j 
towns of Palmer and Brimfield of the | 
joint support of the bridge. 

This has been found to be impractic- j 
able however because the road cannot 
be closed without the consent of the j 
county commissioners, and they do j 
not give such if there is any protest. 
That there would be protest against 
the proposition is certain. There are 
several residents of that section to 
whom the closing of the road would ! 
mean considerable inconvenience in ; 
longer trips to reach the main high-1 
way, as well as a heavy grade to climb; 
the Marcy Gardner brick company 
would also protest, as all of their 
product which goes east by highway 
goes over the strip it is suggested be 
discontinued, and the heavy grade of 
the other would be almost a bar to 
loaded teams. The selectmen of both 
towns have looked over the bridge in 
question and it will be repaired and 
strengthened.

Wales Holds Old Home Day. 

Ninth Successful Celebration. Large 
Numbers Present From Abroad. 

Wales is probably the only town in 
the vicinity that has held a successful 
j old home day celebration for nine con- 
; secutive years. Nine years ago the 
J town appropriated a sum of money for 
i an old home day celebration and a 
I committee was appointed to make ar- 
j rangements for the event. Invitations 
l were issued and the largest crowd that 
i had assembled for years in the little 
i town gathered. So enjoyable was the 
| occasion that there was a call for an¬ 
other celebration on the second year, 
j and the observance of the day has now 
1 become a fixed habit, not only to the 
people of Wales but to many outside 
the town who return annually. Each 
year there are some who come long dis¬ 
tances and time their visits so as to 
meet old friends on old home day. 
This year was no exception to the rule. 
While many come from Monson, Staf¬ 
ford, Palmer, Springfield, Holyoke and 
other towns and cities near by. New 
York, Vermont, Ohio and Illinois also 
sent representatives this year. 

The festivities began Saturday morn¬ 
ing, when the people assembled at an 
early hour in the grove adjoining the 
old ball ground. At noon the basket 
luncheon was enjoyed and at 1.30 Rev. 
Charles Ricketts of Norwich, Ct., who 
was a former Wales boy, delivered an 
interesting address. That Mr. Rick¬ 
etts is a .popular speaker is evident 
from the fact that this is the third time 
he has been the speaker of the day. 
Music was furnished at intervals dur¬ 
ing the day by an orchestra from Wil- 
lington, Ct. 

In the year 1901 a special Sunday 
afternoon service was added to the pro¬ 
gram anti has since become a regular 
part of the observance. This is held 
each year in the old Baptist church, 
which was erected in the year 1804, and 
has not been used regularly for service 
since 1873, when the Baptists began 
holding services in their new church, 
which is more centrally located. The 
first church building in Wales was 
erected by the Baptists somewhere 
about 1760, anti was occupied by them 
until 1802, when they soltl it to the 
town. It was then divided into four¬ 
teen parts anti sold at auction for 
the sum of $105.80 anti each piece was 
removed by its purchaser. 

After this the present building was 
erected by the town anti was generally 
called the “ Union House.” The pews 
were sold at auction and deeds were 
given, some of which are still in the 
possession of descendants of the origi- 
I nal purchasers. The proceeds were 
used to help fray for the cost of build¬ 
ing and the town reserved the right to 
use the edifice for municipal purposes. 
The house was built with the under- 
j standing that different denominations 
j might use it, but the Baptists, who were 
I most numerous, might use it on any 
Sunday when it was not occupied by ] 
any other denomination. The apper- i 
tionment of Sundays was in accord¬ 
ance with the belief of the pew holders I 
and varied from year to year. For in- j 
stance in 1805 the Baptists were allowed 
twenty-five Sabbaths, the Unxversal- 
ists nine and the Congregationalists 
fifteen. In 1846, in accordance with an 
act of the Legislature, the pews of the j 
other denominations were purchased at | 
their appraised value by the Baptists | 
and the house was repaired and re¬ 
modeled by them. The organ loft and I 
seats for the choir are in the rear of the | 
church, and in accordance with old 
time custom, the old home day audi¬ 
ence turns its back upon the minister 
and faces the choir during the singing 
of the hymns. This year solos were 
rendered by Miss Ruby Church of 1 
South Windsor, Ct., and Miss Annie 
Krause of Monson. The address was 
delivered by Rev. H. P. Smith of Day- 
ton, Ohio, who was formerly pastor of 
the church. 

The invitations this year were sou¬ 
venir postals with a picture of the old 
Munger house, one of the oldest in 
town.

NOVEL FIRE DEFENSE. 

Tree Sprayer Used With Good 
Effect in Warren. 

AN EXPLODED LAMP STARTED BLAZE. 


And Spraying Apparatus Had Fire Out 
Before Steamer Got to Work. 

Only Small Loss. 

The tree spraying apparatus of the 
i town of Warren was effectively used to 
extinguish a fire yesterday morning, 
and incidentally saved a loss of several 
hundred dollars. Mrs. Ella O’Day, 
who was sleeping with her baby on the 
| third floor of the “old hotel building” 
on the corner of Main and Maple 
| streets, awoke about 3.25 to find the 
| room on fire from an exploded lamp. 
She rushed past the blaze and gave an 
j alarm, and by the aid of several hand 
extinguishers the flames were held in 
check. The steamer was got out 
and hose laid to the building, but be¬ 
fore it could be used the tree spraying 
apparatus, which carries a 400-gallon 
tank and a powerful gasolene engine, 
was taken from its quarters nearby and 
put into commission, extinguishing 
the blaze in short order and with little 
water. As a result the loss will be i 
only about $100. 

New Block For Main Street. 

Arthur W. Holbrook to Build Four 
Monitor Stores on South Side.

The one which 
appealed particularly to the board was 
a combination coupling and nozzle by \ 
means of which all three openings in ; 
a hydrant — steamer and two hose — 
can be connected with a single nozzle ' 
so as to give a solid stream two inches 
in diameter, called a “deluge,” which 
is particularly valuable in case of a 
bad blaze. It is also arranged so that I 
the two hose streams from the hydrant 
can be reinforced by a stream from the :

SEWER NOT YET CLEAR. 

North Main Street Outlet Still 
Giving Trouble. 

CITIZENS TIRING OF CONDITIONS. 


Work Going On Over Three Weeks. 

Alleged That Can Be Cleared 
In Four Days. 

Highway Surveyor McKelligott is 
I still at work on the Main street sewer 
beween Walnut and Knox streets, at¬ 
tempting to clear it out so that the 
sewage will run properly. Some 
I progress can l>e rejxorted since last 
! week, but not nearly as much as the 
public would like to see. Yesterday 
the work had so far advanced that the 
savings bank block, which has been 
without sewer privileges for a week, 
was once more accorded its use. It is 
apparent that there are three points of 
| obstruction — between Walnut and 
Thorndike streets, between Thorndike 
and Foundry streets, and between 
Foundry and Knox streets. Quantities 
of water have been run in from Thorn¬ 
dike to Knox street the past three 
days, but it does not How as it should 
and does not clear away the trouble. 

I’rojierty owners and citizens are be- 
, coming impatient and critical of the 
' wprk as it is being done. A large 
! opening in the macadam of North 
Main street was made three weeks ago 
yesterday in an attempt to remedy 
| the sewer trouble. The first of last 
I week another and larger opening was 
; made less than 100 feet from the first. 
Though men have been constantly at 
work on the problem, it seems little 
nearer satisfactory solution now then 
at the beginning. An opening will be 
made ami the water used in Hushing 
'< will run fairly freely for a little, then 
there will be another stoppage. The 
truth is that the bottom of the sewer is 
covered with several inches of sand at 
the present time, in spite of all the 
water which has been put through it. 
There does not seem to be sufficient 
volume or force of water to loosen up 
the sand and carry it along. Several 
cartloads of sand have been removed 
through the manholes with pails, but 
only a small fractional part of the 
whole amount has been touched. And 
in view of the experiences in other 
sections of the village it is probable 
that every trunk line of sewer has a 
considerable layer of sand on the 
bottom, which must necessarily act as 
an obstruction. 

Sanitary conditions in several blocks 
and public buildings are at times well 
nigh unbearable. A hard rain is sure 
to send sewage back into the base¬ 
ments of cellars of these buildings, not 
only on Main street but in other sec¬ 
tions, and owners and occupants are 
complaining. They are beginning to 
say openly that the work should be 
accomplished in quicker time and at 
less expense. They do not approve of 
the present methods employed, and 
unless the situation is materially im¬ 
proved in a very short time are likely 
to be heard from in no uncertain man¬ 
ner. Some of them base their opinions 
on the statement of a citizen who has 
had a large experience in the care of 
sewers, that with different and proper 
methods it would be possible to clear 
out the Main street strip now under at¬ 
tack in four days, and to leave it 
thoroughly clean.

The report that the Boston and 
Albany railroad is contemplating the 
1 construction of a line from Palmer to 
I Shelburne Falls in order to eliminate 
the heavy grades over the Berkshire 
mountains and give it better facilities 
for handling through freight will be 
j of especial interest. The story ap¬ 
peared in the Boston News Bureau 
| Monday evening, and is as follows: 

The management of the New York 
Central railroad is considering a plan 
; for diverting its heavier traffic to 
Hoosac tunnel. The plan provides j 
i for utilization of the tracks of the 
Fitchburg railroad from its connection | 
: with the main line of New York 
! Central in the Mohawk valley, New 
York, and thence to the Hoosac 
tunnel route with its easy grades to 
Shelburne Falls, Mass. 

“It has been figured that building I 
a new line from the latter place to Pal -1 
mer by way of Amherst would afford a I 
route at least 20 miles shorter than the j 
Boston and Albany route through 
Albany, Pittsfield and Springfield, 
which involves some of the steepest ! 
railroad grades in the United States, j 
j It is the opinion of competent engin-! 
eers that the advantage in grades j 
would equal an additional 20 miles, 
representing a virtual short cut of fully 
1 40 miles. This saving uj>on the pres- ! 
ent freight traffic of the Boston and 
Albany and its prospective increase 
would warrant a large construction ex¬ 
penditure, but the projected line be¬ 
tween Shelburne Falls and Palmer is 
one that could be cheaply constructed. 

“The Canadian government has de¬ 
cided so to enlarge its Welland canal 
as to enable the huge steamships, now 
conveying 400,000-odd bushels of grain 
from Chicago and Lake Superior i>orts 
to Buffalo, to reach Oswego. Under 
the proposed arrangement such traffic 
may thence be carried to Boston by 
way of the New York Central and 
i Hoosac tunnel. The proposed route, 
which would comprise the most direct 
’ and best-graded one for the enormous 
I wheat crops of the Northwest, may re- 
i suit in a notable growth in the business 
: of this i>ort as well as prove of great 
I value to the New York Central. 

“Hoosac tunnel, which cost the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts upward 
of $20,000,000, has as yet never fulfilled 
the brilliant expectations entertained 
for it as a connection with western 
railroads. This has been primarily 
because Boston and Albany was able 
to prevent the tunnel line management 
from securing adequate freight from 
New York Central in the Mohawk 
valley. At the time of the lease of the 
j Albany to the Central in 1900 it was 
disclosed that there was a hard-and- 
fast contract between those two roads 
that this condition should obtain and 
; tunnel connections west of the Hudson 
be confined to the lines less desirable 
than the main line of the Central. 
With the better understanding be¬ 
tween the Vanderbilt management and 
the New Haven people, now in control 
of the Hoosac tunnel, it is believed a 
new era in this respect may be at 
hand.” _

WFLL DEFIES S’,'ILL OF MAN 

Engineers Unable to Confine Marvel¬ 
ous Flow of Gas in Transyl¬ 
vania, Hungary. 

There are wells of many kinds: 
those which gallons of petroleum, 
those which furnish water to sur¬ 
rounding populations, wells that are 
scarcely damp, and wells that periodi¬ 
cally inundate the neighborhood in 
which they are found. But of all the 
wells in existence probably none com¬ 
pare in interest with a gas well in 
Hungary. 

This well is situated in Transylva¬ 
nia, and the peculiarity of It is that 
it is not seen but heard. The gas es¬ 
capes by mean? of an iron tube with 
■ such dreadful force as to produce a 
noise which makes it impossible to 
hear the human voice within a con¬ 
siderable radius. 

Many and diverse attempts have 
been made to regulate and utilize the 
output of gas, but so far the only de¬ 
vice which has succeeded has been 
to put an iron tube of 25 centimeters 
in diameter into the earth. Through 
this the gas has been escaping now 
for nearly three years. Engineers 
from various countries have been con¬ 
ducted to the spot and have thought 
out ingenious ways to make the gas 
available and to stop the dreadful 
noise caused by its escape. Every 
plan has failed. On one occasion the 
problem was believed to have been 
solved, but it was soon found that the 
gas had merely been turned aside in 
its course and was escaping in the 
same manner in adjacent territory 
after having followed a track for some 
distance below the surface. 

The gas comes through the ’ron 
tube with the velocity of a cannon 
ball and it is estimated that there is 
a daily loss of a million of cubic me¬ 
ters, the value of which amounts to 
$6.000.—Harper’s Weekly

Rev. Nathaniel Merrill, Oldest 
Citizen of Wilbraham. 


OLDEST MEMBER N. E. CONFERENCE. 


Last of Distinguished Family, Well 
Known and Prominent in Work 
Of M. E. Church. 

Rev. Nathaniel J. Merrill, the oldest 
citizen of Wilbraham and the oldest 
member of the New England Metho¬ 
dist conference, died Wednesday morn¬ 
ing at his home in Wilbraham of old 
age at the advanced age of 95. Mr. 
Merrill’s death was not expected ; he 
had felt the summer heat somewhat 
but about the house and garden as 
usual only two days before his death. 
On Tuesday morning he was too weak 
to arise, and gradually lost strength 
until the end, which came about 5 
o’clock. 

Rev. Nathaniel J. Merrill was born in 
Lyman, N. H., August25,1817, the son 
of Joseph and Hannah Jewett Merrill. 
He was one of 10 children, six boys and 
four girls. His father. Rev. Joseph A. 
Merrill, was for 24 years presiding elder 
of the New England conference, and 
three of the sons took up their father's 
profession, two of the daughters marry¬ 
ing ministers also. Of the other sons, 
Annis Merrill, joined the “forty-niners” 
in the romantic dash across the conti-: 
nent for California gold, and was for 
many years a leader in the Pacific 
coast bar. Annis Merrill died only a 1 
few years ago, at the age of 95, retain¬ 
ing lys physical and mental vigor to! 
the last. Amos B. Merrill was another i 
brother to take up the legal profession, j 
and was a distinguished member of the 
Boston bar a generation ago. The 
ministers in the family, besides 
Nathaniel, were Rev. John Wesley i 
Merrill, for many years dean of the j 
Methodist theological seminary in 
Concord, N. H., now removed to 
Boston, anti Rev. D. K. Merrill, i 
Nathaniel Merrill was the last sur-. 
vivor of his distinguished family. 

Rev. Mr. Merrill received his eduea- j 
tion at Wesleyan Academy, from 
which he was graduated in 1837, being j 
at the time of his death the oldest 
living graduate of that institution. 
The autumn after his graduation he 
secured a position in the faculty of the 
Louisiana state college at Jackson, La. 
He remained in the South until 1841, 
having started and conducted for three 
years, in conjuction with his brother, 
Amos B. Merrill, the Merrill Academy 
in New Oreleans. In 1839 he married 
his first wife, Miss Rose Phillips of 
New Oreleafts, who lived only a year. 
Shortly after her death, in 1841, he re¬ 
turned to New England and took up 
his divinity studies at the old 
Concord theological seminary. 

. Rev. Mr. Merrill was graduated from 
the theological seminary in 1843 and 
immediately joined the New England 
conference, of which he was a member 
until his death. The same year he 
married Miss Georgianna Pinkham of 
Lynn, who died only three years ago 
at the age of 85 years. The next 40 
years were spent in active anil contin- | 
uous service in the Methodist ministry, i 
Rev. Mr. Merrill held charges in Chari- J 
ton, Dudley, Enfield, Feeding Hills, 
Waltham, Newburyport, Three Rivers, 
Westfield anil Greenfield. His service 
also includes nearly a year’s connection, 
from the time of the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, September, 1863, to the fall of | 
Atlanta, July, 1864, with the army of! 
the Cumberland as an assistant in the | 
quartermaster’s department under di-1 
rect command of Capt. A. S. Flagg, j 
His early experiences in the South had i 
imbittered him against negro slavery, ! 
and, after years of service as secretary 
of the anti-slavery society of the New ! 
England conference, he was willing to 
put forth all the efforts of his frail body 
to help along the cause of the Union. 

With health somewhat impaired by 
his camp experiences, Rev. Mr. Mer¬ 
rill returned from the war to settle for 
a time on a farm in Heath. Even | 
then, however, he was generally to be | 
found on Sundays supplying the pulpit 
in Charlemont, and, after a brief rest, j 
he took up his pastoral work again, 
continuing in active service until 1882. I 
At this time he removed to Wilbra- j 
ham. During his 30-years’ residence j 
in that town he has held several posi¬ 
tions on the facully of Wesleyan j 
academy, and had become one of the 
most popular supply preachers in the 
Methodist conference. He did not en¬ 
tirely give up his chosen occupation i 
until a few years before his death. 

Rev. Mr. Merrill is survived by three 
sons, Amos B., Nathaniel P. and An¬ 
nis, all of Wilbraham, and two daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. F. H. Welch of Wilbraham 
and Mrs. Arthur I*. Delabarreof Con¬ 
way. The funeral was held in the Me¬ 
morial Methodist church in Wilbraham 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock. Burial 
was in Woodland Dell cemetery in 
that town.

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WAITING ROOM CHANGE?! 


Rumor That It Will Go to 
Holbrook’s New Block. 


ON OPPOSITE SIDE OF MAIN STREET. 


Opposition to Changes, Arguments in 
Favor. Contract For New Block 
Not Yet Let. 

A. W. Holbrook is about ready to j 
award the contract for the construction 
of his new block on Main street, and it 
is expected that work will be started 
early next week ; the block is to be 
reaily for occupancy October 15. The 
buildings now on the ground, the 
former office of the Palmer Journal and 
the Palmer garage, are to be removed. 

The new building will contain four 
stores, two of which will be 19 feet 
wide, one 17 feet and one 11. It is 
persistently rumored that the street 
railway waiting room will be moved to 
the new block, but neither Mr. Hol¬ 
brook nor Superintendent Atkins of 
the street railway will confirm the 
report. At the same time, such a 
move would not be surprising in view 
of all that has been said and done con¬ 
cerning it. Some time ago the matter j 
of better facilities in and about the 
waiting room was taken up by the 
Palmer Business and Social club. A j 
conference was held with the street 
railway officials, and after hearing 
statements as to the cramped quarters, 
poor ventilation and general unclean- : 
liness, they replied that there was no j 
other place available which was con¬ 
veniently located. Mr. Holbrook, in j 
discussing the earlier plan which he | 
had to build a larger block on the ! 
property, but which fell through, has j 
frequently stated that if he could 
secure the street railway as a tenant he I 
would build. He is now building, and 
the natural inference is that he has j 
made such arrangement. Mr. Hoi- j 
brook says that he has had numerous ! 
applications for his stores, but that he i 
is keeping all for future consideration. 

There is naturally some objection to j 
the removal of the waiting room to the ! 
opposite side of the street from its pres- j 
ent location, principally from the mer¬ 
chants doing business near it, on the | 
ground that it will take trade away 
from them. An effort was made 
Wednesday to start a petition of J 
remonstrance, but so far it has not 
materialized. On the other hand, 
there are many who think the removal 
would do much toward relieving the 
congestion on the walk in front of the 
present room at all times of the day 
when electric cars are coming in, but' 
particularly in the evening, when 
pedestrians find it hard work to get 
through the crowds gathered and wait- ! 
ing for the cars. 


Carnegie Medal for Ware Man. 

Risked His Life in Vain Attempt to Save 
Two Children From Drowning. 

Cornelius Fitzgerald, engineer of the 
pumping station at Ware, received 
last Friday the Carnegie medal which i 
was awarded him recently. Mr. Fitz¬ 
gerald risked his life January 1 in a 
vain attempt to save children from 
drowning.

Addition to Electric Plant. 

New Generator Being Installed by Cen¬ 
tral Mass. Electric Co. 

The Central Massachusetts Electric j 
company has arranged to install in its 
plant at Blanchardviile a new 1300- 
horse power electric turbo-generator, 
which will make the station capable of 
producing about 4000-horse power, or 
nearly as much electrical energy as is 
required by the city of Lynn. The in¬ 
stallation of the new machine will be 
completed and it will be put in opera- j 
tion within six weeks. When in j 
working order it is expected to do away j 
entirely with such interruptions in the j 
jKiwer as have occurred in the past few j 
weeks, for these have been due to the 
antiquated condition of the old 
machines, which are to be replaced by 
the new generator. This machine, to- j 
get her with the new water wheels now j 
being installed, and the other improve¬ 
ments being made and to be made, 
will make the Palmer station one of 
the best in this part of the state.

] Instead of 30,000 baskets, which were 
picked last year, not more than 3000 
will be secured this season. The 
trouble is not alone in Wilbraham, but 
I all through the Connecticut valley, 
j A winter of exceptional cold, a spring 
J of drenching rains and the drought 
i which followed, are the causes for the 
j shortage. A few orchards on the top 
of the mountain are said to be in 
i fairly good condition, but as a whole 
the crop will be small and poor.

There unusually large crops are re¬ 
ported. The South has taken up p.ach 
! raising and quantities are coming in 
from Georgia, Virginia and Maryland ;

The expenses of combating 
the strike were tremendous, and thej 
were earning nothing, while daily th« 
situation went from bad to worse, un 
til “peace at any price” became th« 
cry. And still there was no peace 
until Daylight and his allies played oul 
their hand, raked in the winnings, anc 
allowed a goodly portion of a conti 
nent to resume business. 

Daylight’s coming to civilization hac 
not improved him.

tant part In his life. The desire tc 
get out of the city for a whiff of coun 
try air and for a change of scene was 
the cause.

W. Lancev of the Somerset Woolen 
Co., and A. A. Langewald, both 
woolen manufacturers. It is because 
of the interest of these men that out¬ 
side capital has been attracted. The 
plan suggested is the construction of 
large additions to the Somerset mill, 
and the removal of the Cushman mill 
machinery there, making a 9-set mill, 
which would employ 150 to 200 hands, 


Macadam Road Work Stopped. 

Pending Arrival of Specifications From 
State Highway Commission. 

The construction of the new macad¬ 
am road on the Palmer road has been 
suspended, pending the arrival of 
specifications from the state highway 
commissioners. All of the work so far 
has been done without the knowledge 
or consent of the highway commis¬ 
sioners, whose duty it is to furnish 
specifications regarding the grades, 
which will have to be changed in 
many places, and also the width. It 
is not known whether the work already 
done will come up to the specifications 
or not ; if not, it will mean a heavy 
financial loss to the town. 

New Dam Nearly Finished. 

Will Give the Town More Water For 
Fire Protection. 

The work on the dam on the Seneca 
Conant farm is very nearly completed, 
and the pond thus created will give 
the town a substantial reserve supply 
of water in case of fire. The pond will 
cover about two acres with an average 
depth of about 10 feet, and will contain 
900,000 cubic feet of water. An intake 
has been constructed so that at any 
time at a short notice the water can be 
turned into the mains of the town 
water system.

Sewer Expert At Work. 

Finds Sewer on North Main Street 
Badly Clogged With Sand. 

The sewer experts engaged by High- ! 
way Commissioner McKelligott arrived 
in town last Saturday aryl inspected 
the North Main street sewer which has j 
been giving trouble for several weeks. ■ 
Monday morning a quantity of 
special apparatus arrived by express j 
and the men went to work. The pro- i 
cess is comparatively a simple one. j 
From the bottom of a manhole rods ' 
about four feet in length are coupled ! 
together and shoved through the sewer 
to the next manhole. A rope is then | 
attached and pulled through. At the , 
lower end of the section to be cleaned | 
an instrument which much resembles 
a grocer’s sugar scoop is drawn into J 
the sewer backward by a windlass over 
the manhole at the upper end. After j 
being drawn in as far as is desired the | 
process is reversed and it is drawn out I 
again, the point following the bottom 
of the sewer and scooping up and I 
carrying along whatever is in its way. | 
The process is repeated as many times 
as is necessary to clear the sewer the 
entire length, after which it is 
thoroughly flushed with water. 

The section between Knox street and 
the residence of H. W. Holbrook was 
completed Wednesday afternoon ; that 
is, it was left for the time being. 
There is still some trouble, and the 
sewage does not yet flow as it should. 
What the trouble is does not appear to 
be plain ; whether it is an obstruction 
of some kind or whether there is a low 
place in the pipe cannot be deter- i 
mined. Wednesday afternoon work 
was begun on the section between H. 
W. Holbrook’s and Thorndike street. ; 
The sewer is 15 inches in diameter, 1 
and in it was found about 11 inches of i 
sand. The work of clearing it is still 
in progress. Mr. McKelligott states 
that he intends to continue the work j 
on the present lines until all the main 
sewers at least have been given ! 
attention.

ANDREW HOLT DEAD. 

End Came at Home of Son in 
Worcester Monday. 

HAD REACHED ADVANCED AGE OF 90. 


Noted Horseman and Old-time Stage 
Driver. Well Known in Palmer 
And Vicinity. 

Andrew L. Holt, well known as a 
i former resident of Palmer, died Mon- 
[ day evening at the home of his son in 
Worcester at the advanced age of 
| 90 years. His death occurred 18 hours 
| after that of a little 18-months-old boy 
I — Thomas Callahan — of whom Mr. 

! Holt was very fond, and it is believed 
i that the death of both was due to 
| ptomaine poisoning from eating water- 
i melon last week Thursday at the Holt 
! home. Mr. Holt was enjoying part of 
a melon when the little fellow teased 
for some ami was given a portion ; 
j both were later taken sick and the boy 
j died Monday morning, Mr. Holt in the 
evening. Mr. Holt’s body was brought 
to Palmer Tuesday for burial in the 
j Four Corners cemetery, 
i Mr. Holt was born in Hampton, C’t., 
May 19, 1823, the second son of Samuel 
and Clarissa Jennings Holt, one of a 
family of seven children. In 1837 he 
went to Ware to drive the stage coach 
from there to Bar re, the beginning of 
an occupation which he followed for j 
50 years. The coach started from 
Barre at 6 in the morning and did not 
j leave Ware until 4 in the afternoon, 
j and the first year Mr. Holt managed 
I to get some schooling in the daytime, 

I doing much of his studying on the | 

| road ; he had four horses on the coach, 

! but said that all he had to do was to 
drive. When 21 years of age he 
t married Mary L. Marble, a daughter of 
! John and Nancy Lathe Marble of 
I Sutton. Four children were born to 
, them, three sons and one daughter, of 
whom two sons, Fred J. Holt of 
Springfield and John S. Holt of 
j Worcester, with whom Mr. Holt lived, 
and the daughter, Mrs. Ida L. Platt | 
of Milford, Ct., survive him. Mrs. 
Holt died at Middletown, Ct., in 1860. j 

Mr. Holt was a noted horseman, 
having followed horses from the earliest 
time that he was able to get around 
one. He had much experience in 
horse racing, and in addition to being 
the oldest stage driver in Massachu¬ 
setts, was known as the longest user of 
the old high-wheeled sulky. He drove 
many fast horses, associating in his 
early racing days with such drivers as 
Dan Mace, Hiram Woodruff, George 
Wesson and Ard Carpenter, but he was i 
always at his best when handling his 
reins and cracking his whip 'over j 
double teams, tandems or four-in-hands. 
He was one of the most skilful drivers [ 
in the state. His last public appear¬ 
ance as a stage driver was on Labor 
Day last year in Ware, when he and ! 
his life-long friend and partner, Joe 1 
Weeks, drove a six-horse old-fashioned 
12 -passenger stage coach at the celebra- j 
tion of the 250th anniversary of the ! 
town. 

Mr. Holt was also a famous fisher¬ 
man, and some of the fishing tales 
with which he interspersed his birth¬ 
day racing stories were of rare quality. 
When a man is obsessed with a desire 
to go a-fishing, he would say, “Only 
rheumatism and the law can restrain 
him, and then only under certain con¬ 
ditions.” Of his racing stories, one of 
the most pleasant to him was that of 
his marking of Pocahontas, a pacing 
mare known to fame six tlecades ago. j 
She could do a mile in 2.16 to a sulky 
any time, it was said, but it was to a 
wagon that she made her records. At 
a fair in Springfield about 60 years ago 
Mr. Holt drove her an exhibition mile j 
against the watch. Pacing in perfect 
form, she made the distance in 2.17, a 
performance then considered little ! 
short of a marvel. It was only a short 
time before that the great Dexter had 
made a mark of 2.17 to a sulky, and 
Mr. Holt was never loth to tell of this 
triumph of his favorite mare. 

Mr. Holt was once proprietor of the 
Tourtellotte House in Millbury, Ct., 
and later managed the Worcester Hotel 
in Worcester. He returned to Palmer 
25 years ago to live on his farm. In 
1906 his house on the farm burned and 
in it he lost many valuable and inter- i 
esting records of his travels and the 
history of the horses that were famous 
in the early racing days. Mr. Holt 
was full of such stories himself, and 
it was his custom to delight his friends 
with yarns of his experiences on his 
birthdays.

TWO MEN FALL 40 FEET. 

Fatal Accident at Three Rivers 
Yesterday Morning. 

JOSEPH PALIN DIES IN HOSPITAL. 


George Camerlin Seriously Hurt. Staging 
On Which The Two Men Were 
Painting Fell. 

Joseph Palin, 29, of Pleasant street. 
Three Rivers, died last night in the 
Springfield hospital from injuries re¬ 
ceived yesterday morning by the fall 
1 of a staging on which he was at work 
in Three Rivers. George Camerlin, 30, 
of Main street in the same village, is 
in the hospital badly hurt. 

Palin was unmarried. He is sur¬ 
vived by his father and mother, three 
brothers, George, Arthur, and Theo- 
phile, at home, and two sisters, Mrs. I). 
Abare, and Rosanna, at home. 
Camerlin has a wife, but no children. 
At an early hour this morning he had 
not recovered consciousness, but it was 
said he had a chance for recovery. 

The accident occurred about 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning. The men, with 
Henry Lavillette, were painting the 
new building of the Cercle Canadien, 
working on a staging swung from the 
roof. Suddenly, without any warning, 
the end on which Palin and Camerlin 
were working gave way and fed to the 
ground. Palin’s injujies consisted of 
a fractured arm and shoulder — the 
right — and a lacerated brain. Camer- 
lin received a broken nose, broken 
upper jaw anti a fracture at the base oj 
the skull. The injured men were at¬ 
tended by Dr. S. O. Miller, and were 
taken to the Springfield hospital. 
Laviellete, who was at the other end of 
the staging, seized a rope as the 
structure fell, and clung to it until he 
was taken down, some little time later. 

Peculiar Bigamy Case. 

Ware Man Complained of by Alleged 
Austrian Wife of 18 Years. 

Frank Bednasz, a prominent Polish 
resident of Ware, was brought into the 
district court in Ware last Saturday on 
a charge of bigamy. A large crowd of 
his countrymen attended and watched 
the proceedings with great interest. 
Attorney J. H. Schoonmaker, counsel 
for the defense, asked for a continu¬ 
ance, which was granted until to-day. 

Bednasz was arrested Friday night 
on complaint of Kataryna Chszaszcz, 
who charges that she was married to 
Bednasz in Austria 18 years ago, say¬ 
ing that at that time he went by the 
name of Jan Chszaszcz. She tells a 
story of searching for her missing hus¬ 
band for many years. Bednasz now 
has a wife living in Ware and one wife 
of Bednasz died in Ware. 

According to the woman’s story, 
about a year after her marriage her hus¬ 
band left Austria for America, promis¬ 
ing to send her passage money to join 
him. A year passed by and she says 
she wrote to him. The only reply she 
received was a bundle of newspapers 
and a message telling her she could 
not come to this country as there was 
war here. Since then she claims to 
have heard nothing from her husband. 

A son had been born to her soon 
after her husband’s departure, whom 
she named Jan. About 12 years ago, 
with her son, she came to this country 
and has since lived in the vicinity of 
New York and Jersey City. She says 
that after her arrival in this country 
and ever since she has done all she 
could to find her husband, having 
spent $95 in newspaper advertising. It 
was not until recently that she received 
any news of him. That was when 
Michael Kewalik of Warren, who was 
a friend of hers in Austra and who had 
served in the Austrian army with her 
husband, saw Bednasz in Ware ahd 
recognized him as the missing hus¬ 
band. Newalik’s wife told a mutual 
friend in New York anti in this way 
Mrs. Chszaszcz learned of the man’s 
presence in Ware. She came on to 
Ware Friday and gave a good descrip¬ 
tion of her husband, saying that the 
third finger on his right hand was 
bent, having been broken. It was 
found that Bednasz’s finger answered 
this description. 

Bednasz claims he does not know 
the woman and claims positively that 
she is not his wife. Bail for Bednasz 
was fixed at $500.

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HUNTING LAWS, 1912. 


Regulations Which Sportsmen 
Will Do Well to Heed. 


CHANGES FROM LAST YEAR'S RULES. 


Dates of Seasons, Number Which May j 
Be Killed, Game Protected, 

Possible Penalties. 

The Massachusetts Fish and Game i 
Commissioners have issued the laws 
for 1912, and many changes are made j 
over the last year’s laws. 

The season for hunting ducks, geese j 
and brant opens September 15 and j 
closes December 31 ; a bag limit is j 
placed on black duck of 15 in any one 
day. The season on partridge, wood- j 
cock and quail opens October 19 this I 
year and closes November 12, inclu- i 
sive ; bag limit, three partridge in any j 
one day and 15 for the season. Hag j 
limit on woodcock and quail, four in ; 
any one day and 20 in the season. 

The season on hares and rabbits 
opens October 15 and closes February : 
28, inclusive. The season for gray 1 
squirrels opens October 15 and closes 
November 14, inclusive ; bag limit five 
in one day, 15 in the season. 

The legal taking of deer will be the 
same as last year, one to each licensed 
hunter. The season will begin at sun¬ 
rise on the third Monday of November 
and close at sunset the following Sat- i 
urday. 

All persons must secure from the 
town or city clerk a license for hunt¬ 
ing. Fee for unnaturalized foreign- 
born citizens, $15 ; non-residents, $10 ; 
citizens of Massachusetts, $1.00. This 
year’s law allows a non-resident and 
foreign-born citizen to hunt deer pro¬ 
viding they secure a license. 

Pheasants are not to be hunted or i 
killed; penalty, $50. Wood duck i 
swans, wild pigeons, upland plover, ! 
piping killdeer, plover, herons, bittern, 
eagles, fish hawks, marsh hawks, small 
owls, gulls and terns are not to be 
killed at any time, or the feathers used 
for millinery purposes, penalty, $101 
to $50. 

It is unlawful to buy or sell or other¬ 
wise dispose of any partridge, woodcock 
or quail; penalty, $20 for each bird or ’ 
part thereof. 

It is unlawful to send or attempt to j 
carry any game out of the state; j 
penalty $10 to $20 for each bird. Hunt-1 
ing on the Ford’s Day is prohibited ; 
penalty, $10 to $20. 

The setting of snares or traps is pro- j 
hibited, except that farmers and fruit j 
growers by permission of the fish and 
game commissioners may trap rabbits ; i 
penalty, $10 to $20. Kggs and nests of ' 
birds are not to be taken or disturbed ; j 
penalty, $10. Insectivorous and song 
birds not to be killed, captured, or held 
in possession at any time or used for | 
millinery purposes ; penalty, $10. 

In hunting deer, shot guns only are 
to be used ; penalty for using rifle, $100. | 
Every person killing, wounding or! 
injuring a deer in the open week of 
hunting must report at once to the fish 
and game commission, State House, j 
Boston ; for failure to do so within 24 | 
hours the penalty is not exceeding $100. j 
It is unlawful to sell or offer for sale 
the whole or any part of a deer killed , 
in Massachusetts. It is also against j 
the law to set or use a trap, salt lick or j 
other device for the purpose of en¬ 
snaring, enticing, taking or injuring or | 
killing a deer ; penalty, $100. 

The above laws are of much interest : 
to those interested in game, and are 
published in the Journal for the first 
time. 

Macadam Road Being Built. 

State is Putting in Smaii Strip Near 
Wire Mill to Close Gap. 

Work was commenced Tuesday, 
under the direction of I). L. Bodfish, 
on the construction of a short strip of 
macadam road at Shearer’s Corner, to. 
connect the end of the road built by 
the town of Palmer with the strip built 
by the state, which ended at the wire 
mill road. The strip is being built 
under the small towns act, and will 
make a continuous macadam road from 
the Brookfields to Springfield, with the 
exception of Park street in the village , 
of Palmer. During the construction 
of the road teams anti autos will be 
obliged to use the street car track in 
order to negotiate a way past the work. 
An attempt was made to open the old 
road across the tracks of the Ware 
Kiver and Central Vermont railroads, 
which is just west of the present road, 
but the conditions were such that the 
selectmen did not deem it advisable. 
The excavation for the new road is to 
go down two feet, but as it will not 
come nearer than five feet to the car 
track, that and the space occupied by 
the rails will give room for passing. 


Ware Boy Badly Hurt. 

Parts of Fingers Blown Off by Explosion 
of Dynamite Caps. 


TO PROTECT OUR FOOD. 


Leo, the 14-years-old son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Oliver Gervais of Ware, was badly 
hurt last Friday morning at his home 
on Maple street by the explosion of 
dynamite caps. He was playing with 
two of the caps when they exploded in 
his hands, blowing off parts of his fin¬ 
gers. Dr, W, W. Miner was called and 
at once removed the boy to his office, 
where he found it necessary to ampu¬ 
tate the thumb and two first fingers of 
the left hand and the top of the thumb 
of the right hand. The boy was also 
quite painfully hurt about the face, it 
being necessary to take two stitches in 
the lower lip. Young Gervais says he 
found the caps near Stevens’s well, 
near his home. He had a nearly filled 
box of them. They are used in ex¬ 
ploding dynamite charges. 

Hampden Woolen Mills Sold. 

The water privileges of the Ravine 
mill and the old Lacowsic woolen com¬ 
pany on the Scantic river at Hampden 
were sold Saturday to Frank J. Millea 
of the Enterprise plating company of 
Springfield. The Ravine mill property 
includes all the land about the pond 
and dam, which belonged to the estate 
of Horace Kimball. The Ravine priv¬ 
ilege, which is the lower on the Scantic, 
is much the better of the two, and can 
now be increased by raising the dam a 
few feet. This could not be done while 
the Lacowsic was owned by another 
party, as the back water would inter¬ 
fere with a water-wheel at the Lacow¬ 
sic. The Raven mill was burned about 
eight years ago, and the Lacowsic mill 
was burned about 18 years ago.

New Cold Storage Law Went 
Into Effect Monday. 


DEALERS MUST TELL IF THEY SELL. 


j Artificial Temperature of 40 Degrees 

For 30 Days Makes ‘‘Cold 
Storage ” Goods. 

A law passed by the Legislature last 
May, entitled “An act to regulate the 
cold storage of certain food products,” 
went into effect on September 1, which 
was Monday, so the effect was not felt 
until Tuesday, as the stores were all 
closed on Monday, Labor Day. 

The new law provides that all 
stores handling products which have 
been in cold storage shall display a 
sign as follows: “Cold storage goods 
j sold here,” and also declares that it 
: shall be unlawful to represent as fresh 
| any goods which have been in cold 
storage. According to the terminology 
of the act, goods have been in cold 
J storage if they have been in any place 
artificially cooled to a temperature of 40 j 
degrees Fahrenheit for a period of 30 j 
days. The articles referred to are fresh 
meat, fresh meat products, except in i 
the process of manufacture, fresh food, 
fish, poultry, eggs and butter. The 
act further provides that anyone con- 
I ducting a cold storage plant shall ; 

' secure a license from the state board of j 
health, that no article of food shall be j 
j held in storage for more than 12 
i calendar months, and that food once 
! taken from the storage warehouse 
j for the purposes of sale shall not be re¬ 
turned to the warehouse. 

I A little inquiry yesterday showed 
that few of the local dealers were 
acquainted with the provisions of the 
: new act, and some of them had never 
I even heard of it. There can be no 
doubt however that it is in full 
i force, and dealers in butter, eggs, etc., 

I which have been refrigeratored as out- 
j lined above will do well to provide 
themselves with signs announcing 
that they sell cold storage butter and 
I eggs. _

DARES DEATH FOR $U2. 


Low Prices Paid to Men Who 
Make Parachute Drops. 


SALARY $5 A WEEK AND EXPENSES. 


Not Living Wages, So Little Wonder 
Man Stole to Provide Himself 
With Clothes. 

The arrest in Ware last week of one 
of the young men who made numer¬ 
ous parachute drops during the week 
at Forest Lake brought out some 
peculiar facts, including the one that 
the balloonists risked their lives half a 
dozen times a week for about $1.68 a 
time, or if they worked Sunday, as 
they do in some places, the price is re¬ 
duced to $1.42. 

The young man was arrested for the 
larceny of a cap, which he had not the 
funds to purchase, after providing him¬ 
self with shoes, which he had to have. 
In court he stated that he was em¬ 
ployed by Prof. Gowdy to make bal¬ 
loon ascensions and parachute drops. 
For this work he was paid $5 a week 
anti expenses. He was one of two em¬ 
ployes, who took turns in making the 
ascensions. 

Nearly everybody has seen balloon 
ascensions and parachute drops. After 
watching the filling of the big bag they 
stand almost breathless while it soars 
away with the “Professor” hanging by 
his knees to the trapeze bar below. It 
rises higher and higher, and then, on 
signal of two pistol shots from the 
watcher on the ground the man below 
the balloon is seen to drop suddenly 
and what breath has remained with 
the spectators leaves them entirely 
until the parachute opens and the 
man’s descent becomes gradual and he 
lands safely. Sometimes two and 
three drops are made, one after the 
other. A single drop is rarely ever at 
a height less than 1000 feet, which is 
increasing according to the numlier of 
drops to 5000 feet at times. Usually, 
at summer resorts two ascensions are 
made daily, and often Sunday is in¬ 
cluded, making a seven-day week. On 
this basis each man goes up seven 
times a week, and takes a chance on 
the parachute opening for about $1.42, 
on the basis that his board costs his 
employer $5 a week. It’s a long chance 
for small money. 

A few years ago, when ascensions of 
this kind were not so plentiful as now, 
they cost about $200 for the first and 
$100 for the second, and $75 for each 
succeeding flight as long as the engage¬ 
ment lasted. This included, of course, 
the furnishing of everything needed — 
apparatus, railroad transportation, etc. 
— for the attraction. The prices soon 
| attracted the attention of numerous 
| young people—both men and women— 

| of nerve, and the number who were 
; available for the business increased 
rapidly. With the increase in number 
t came a drop in price, until now it is 
possible to get triple parachute drops 
for as little as $50 a trip, or even less 
j where a week’s engagement can be had 
so as to save railroad fares, etc. The 
! work is not hard, but the chance is 
| great. The landing cannot be selected 
: by the man making the drop, and he 
is liable to land in trees, lakes or 
! rivers, often far from his starting 
t point, and in the night he may be 
j compelled to camp in the open with no 
I covering but the balloon—if he is fortu¬ 
nate to be able to find it after he 
j reaches the ground.

Shipbuilding ip China. 

According to a Shanghai telegram, 
the Chinese government accepted the . 
bid of the Kiangnan arsenal for the 
construction of four warships at about 
1,500,000 taels. The arsenal, under 
control of Liang-Kiang, viceroy, en¬ 
gages principally in the manufacture 
of arms. Although it has equipment 
for shipbuilding, it has not turned 
out any warships in the history of its 
existence for the last twenty-odd 
years, its experience so far having | 
only consisted in putting together ■ 
gunboats that wer built in foreign 
countries. 

Again, at the Mamel dockyard at 
Fukien one gunboat was constructed 
in 1899 and another in the following 
year, which were completed in 1902. ; 
But they were small ships, each hav¬ 
ing the displacement of 861 tons. The 
present order consists of two gun¬ 
boats with the displacement of 1,000 : 
tons each and two smaller river gun 
boats. Inasmuch as the Mamei dock¬ 
yard is under the management of 
French people, this is the first time 
that China has ever attempted to j 
build her own warships at her own 
dockyard. 


Philosophy of the Unsuccessful. 

We are perhaps too prone t<# get i 
our ideas and standards of worth from 
the successful, without reflecting that 
the interpretations of life which pa 
j triotic legend, copr-book philosophy 
and the Mayings of the wealthy give 
us, are pitifully inadequate for those 
who fall behind in the race. Surely 
there are enough people to whom the 
task of making a decent living and 
maintaining themselves and their fam¬ 
ilies in their social class, or of win 
ning and keeping the respect of theii 
fellows, is a hard and bitter task, to 
make a philosophy gained through p«f 
sonal disability and failure as just ano 
true a method of appraising the life 
around us as the cheap optimism of 
the ordinary professional man. And 
certainly a kindlier, for it has nc 
shade of contempt or disparagement 
about it.—Atlantic.

Prospects Bright For Biggest 
And Best in Years. 

ENTRIES ARE ALREADY COMING IN. 


Numerous Fine Attractions Engaged. 

Midway Will be Attractive 
As Usual. 

Preparations are going actively 
forward for the Palmer Fair October 
4 and 5, and the officers are hoping for 
good weather. The fair will be along 
the same general lines as last year, but 
with every prospect of a larger showing 
in many of the departments than ever 
before.

Long-time Resident. Had Reached Ad¬ 
vanced Age of 91 Years. 

Mrs. Mary S. Brown died at noon I

BAD RAILROAD WRECK. 

Freight Cars Get Tangled Up at 
Warren Wednesday. 

CONDUCTOR TURNED WRONG SWITCH 


He Had Hip Broken and Other Injuries 
Both B. and A. Tracks Blocked 
for Several Hours. 

A bad freight wreck occurred in War¬ 
ren on the Boston and Albany railroad 
about 3 o'clock Wednesday morning, 
at bridge 88 over the (Juaboag river, 
which is about 400 feet west of the pas¬ 
senger station in that town. Traffic on 
the railroad was interfered with all 
day, and it was necessary to make up a 
special train going east from Warren 
about 8.30. 

Extra freight No. 2608 east bound, in 
charge of Lester E. Bailey, conductor, 
with about 50 cars, stopped to back off 
on to a side track so as to allow express 
No. 4 to pass. Conductor Bailey made 
a mistake in the switch and instead of 
backing his train into the long turnout 
west of bridge 88 , he threw a switch op¬ 
posite the station, which turned his 
train into a short siding which would 
hold only a half-dozen cars and ended 
just east of the bridge. Conductor 
Bailey evidently did not detect his 
error until the caboose struck the 
bumper and he was caught in the 
wreckage and narrowly escaped death. 
Four cars and the caboose were de¬ 
railed and blocked both tracks before 
the train could be stopped. The Bar 
Harbor express, west bound, was flagged 
just in time to prevent its plunging 
into the wreckage and its being a few 
minutes late probably saved its destruc¬ 
tion. 

The caboose was smashed beyond re¬ 
pair. A Rock Island box car loaded 
with general freight to be transferred 
at Worcester was driven against the 
end of the bridge and smashed to 
pieces, and a Hocking Valley box car 
loaded with oil in barrels was thrown 
on end in the river, but was later re¬ 
moved by the cranes. A box car 
loaded with corn was badly smashed 
and most of the corn lost, while the 
fourth car was loaded with bars of iron 
and escaped little damaged. 

Wrecking crews were called from. 
Worcester, Springfield and Boston, 
and the west-bound track was cleared 
at about 9 o'clock and a single track 
was used from West Warren to West 
Brimfield until after 12 o’clock. 

Conductor Bailey was found in the 
wreckage of the caboose, and it was 
found that he had sustained a broken 
hip and numerous bruises. He was at¬ 
tended by Dr. H. H. Moore and was 
later taken to his home in Roxbury.

PALMER NEWS. 

Aged Resident Dead. 

William D. Mason, Native and Long¬ 
time Citizen of Town. 

William Dwight Mason died at his 
late residence on Thorndike street 
at midnight last night, aged 89. 

Mr. Mason gained his education in 
the public schools of Palmer and 
the old Belchertown Academy. He 
became a successful teacher at the age 
of 17, his first term of teaching being 
in Ludlow, followed by a term in 
Wales. In 1842 he had charge of the 
school at the Old Center in Palmer, 
where there were 75 pupils in attend¬ 
ance with grades ranging from a class 
in a, b, c to pupils 22 years of age. He 
was next engaged to teach the school 
in Silver Street, Monson, where the 
boys had been so unruly that they had 
carried a former teacher out of the 
school-room on a rail with the gentle 
reminder not to return, which mandate 
he heeded. Mr. Mason was engaged 
with the understanding that he should 
maintain good order or no pay would 
be allowed. He had charge of the 
school for three years and preserved 
strict discipline and retained the fullest 
respect of his pupils as well. He later 
taught in New Jersey ; also in Moline, 
III., for two terms. 

In the winter of 1852 he took a bridal 
trip to Chicago, going via Niagara, 
stopping at the Goose tavern, so-called, 
because goose was the only article of 
meat furnished to guests. In those 
days the only means of travel west for 
the public was by stage and the bridal 
couple met with some hard experiences 
as might be imagined. They finally 
arrived at Chicago, then a small town, 
and remained till spring, when they 
moved on to Moline, Ill., and Mr. 
Mason made arrangements to engage 
in the sash and blind business, having 
Willard Buggies to teach him the busi¬ 
ness. They built a large factory in 
company with a retired Californian. 
Mr. Mason remained for several years 
In the business and then went back to 
Chicago, and had charge of a boarding¬ 
house in connection with a New York 
and Chicago commission business, in 
which he remained some two years. 
He then returned to Moline and en¬ 
gaged in the boot and shoe trade. He 
came back to Belchertown, where his 
father and mother died in 1874. 

Having had all the experience he de¬ 
sired in the west he came back to Pal¬ 
mer about 1880 and built the house on 
the Thorndike road, where he resided 
till his death. Mr. Mason dated his 
conversion under the preaching of 
William Miller at Three Rivers in 1842. 
He and his wife joined the Independent 
Presbyterian church in Palo, Ill., but I 
in belief he was an Adventist. He j 
maintained a consistent religious life 
through all the vicissitudes through 
which he was called to pass, and even 
after his confinement to his chair for , 
more than eight years he cherished a j 
cheerful spirit until broken in mind j 
and physical strength, he gratefully I 
and hopefully entered into rest after a 
life sojourn of nearly 90 years. 

William Dwight Mason was born at \ 
the late O’Neil place near Blanchard- 
ville July 25, 1823 ; son of William and 
Elizabeth E. Whitman Mason. He I 
married first, January 13, 1852, his | 
cousin. Silence Walker, who died in ' 
Belchertown in 1879. He married 
second his cousin, Sarah E. Mason, 
April 13, 1880, born December 19, 1839, j 
and died in Palmer, November 22 , j 
1889. He married third, June 18, 1890, 
Mary L. Hannum, born in North 
Dana, March 16, 1855, who survives 
him. Mr. Mason was probably the 
oldest native resident of Palmer at the 
time of his death. He was the only ! 
son in his parent’s family and the 
oldest child. He survived his four 
sisters, each of whom he followed to | 
the grave years ago. 

The funeral w’ill be held to-morrow. 

The five-cluster street light at the 
junction of Main and Central street has 
been replaced this week with one of 
three lamps, and a three-cluster light 
placed on Main street at the junction 
of Walnut, a single lamp which was 
there being removed.

He falls, and 4s lame, he coughs, he 
has a stitch in his side, he has a fever 
and chills; when he is hungry, he can¬ 
not always kill and eat a bear— 
chances of war—sometimes the bear 
eats him. ’Tis long before he digs or 
plants at all, and then only a patch. 

Later he learns that his planting is 
better than hunting; that the earth 
works faster for him than he can work 
for himself—works for him when he 
sleeps, when it rains, when heat over¬ 
comes him.

“Sometimes you may find it for the 
moment restful to clasp the arms 
above the head, but on no account 
give way to the habit of doing so, for 
this position drives away the blood 
from the heart and sends it to the 
head, causing uneasy dreams, and 
therefore restlessness, and may even 
prevent sleep altogether. 

“Gently close your mouth and 
breathe through your nose. This is 
highly important. Then let all the 
muscles of the face and neck be re¬ 
laxed, and all muscles of the body, 
too.” 

Women of mature age should be as 
careful as girls to see that they sleep 
with the mouth shut, for this habit 
combats a tendency, growing with the 
years, to drop or protrude the jaw as 
the face is settling to sleep.

Has Fine Record. 


Nearly Perfect Attendance Record For Past Month. 
Reduction In Tardiness Still Continues. 

To Give Certificate of Merit. 


The monthly rei>ort of attendance for 
the Palmer schools for the first month 
of the school year is an interesting one 
in several respects. In the first place, 
it shows an increased enrollment of 61 
over the enrollment for the same month 
last year, an increase of 4 per cent. A 
glance at the enrollment of many of the 
rooms in the various buildings shows 
that the same rooms are over-crowded. 
Thirty-five pupils to a room is an ideal 
number with which to work; even I 
forty pupils per room does not make an ; 
over-crowded condition; but every pupil 
above forty causes a bad condition for 
both teacher and pupil. 

The percentage of attendance for this 
month is 97.65, an increase of one per 
cent over the same month last year; j 
95 per cent is generally considered to be i 
an ideal one. It will be noted upon! 
a careful examination that the percent- 
age of attendance in each building in 
town is very high ; the high school with I 
98.52 per cent, the Bondsville school 
with 98.28 per cent, and the Thorndike i 
school with 99 per cent being particu-! 
lari y noteworthy. The good attendance 
of five rooms in particular is worthy j 
of special notice; all of these rooms 
went through the month without a 
single tardy case. These rooms with 
their percentages of attendance follow : 
7th grade, Palmer, 100 per cent; grades 
6 and 7, Bondsville, 100 per cent; 
Palmer Center, 100 per cent; grade 9, 
Palmer, 99.8 percent; grades 8 and 9,

The reduction in tardiness still con¬ 
tinues ; although the enrollment has 
increased 61, a reduction of 40 tardy 
marks has occurred. Thirty-four cases 
were recorded this month against 
seventy-four for the same month last 
year. The Bondsville school with 258 
pupils is not charged with a single 
case, a remarkably fine showing. Last 
year 431 cases of tardiness were re¬ 
corded against 916 for the previous 
year, a reduction of 53 per cent. It is ' 
the desire of the school authorities to j 
reduce these 431 cases at least another 
50 per cent. I f the good work of the j 
past month is continued there is no 
question that this desire will be grati¬ 
fied. 

The school committee at a meeting i 
on Monday night of this week voted to : 
issue a nicely gotten-up certificate of | 
merit to every pupil who is perfect in 
attendance for the present school year. 
This, undoubtedly, will prove an in¬ 
centive to the pupils to continue their 
good attendance. The school authori¬ 
ses have many times expressed their 
appreciation to the Journal for printing 
the attendance statistics. They feel J 
that, in a large measure, the Journal’s 
co-operation has aided them in their; 
efforts to secure better attendance.

Must Find Additional Quarters 
For School Children. 


PALMER GRAMMAR SCHOOL CROWDED 


Lower Grade Rooms Average 51 to 54 
Each. Plans Under Consideration 
By Superintendent. 

The school committee is facing the 
problem of finding additional quarters 
for the pupils who wish to attend the 
Palmer grammar school. The situa¬ 
tion is a serious one, and the solution 
not easy. 

There are in the building at present 
469 pupils in 11 rooms, an average of 
42 to a room ; but, because so many in 
the upper grades leave school to go to 
work the 7th, 8th and 9tli grade rooms 
have only 25 to 35 pupils, while the 
1st grade room, the 1st and 2d, the 2d 
and the 3d have 51 to 54 each. This is 
altogether too many to permit a teacher 
to do justice either to the pupils or her¬ 
self, and some other place must be 
found for a portion of the attendance. 
A new room, for grades 1 and 2, was 
opened last November, and later a 
room for grades 4 and 5, and there is 
no more space in the building. Super- 
intendent Hobson has several plans 
under consideration, and a decision 
will doubtless be reached in the near 
future.

Each Grade Withi 

The Journal is printing, in this 
issue, some samples of the penman¬ 
ship in the Palmer schools. These 
samples represent the penmanship in 
the spring and fall of 1911 and in the 
spring of 1912. The idea of printing 
these specimens is to show the marked 
improvement that has taken place in 
the pupils’ writing during the past 
year. 

At the exhibition of school work in 
the spring, samples of the penman¬ 
ship of the various pupils were dis¬ 
played in their respective rooms to 
show their writing before and after 
close attention had been given to the 
matter of penmanship. This display 
caused such wide comment that the 
Journal offered to print some of these 
specimens in order that its readers 
might get some definite idea of the 
work being done in this subject in our 
schools to-day. These samples were 
selected, one from each grade, with the 
idea of showing the most marked im¬ 
provement that has taken place. The 
specimens of the writing done to-day 
are not by any means the best speci¬ 
mens that could be collected. In fact, 
specimens could have been collected 
from single rooms which would illus¬ 
trate better than do these just how 
high a grade of handwriting is being 
secured. It is the intention of the 
Journal tcTshow this improvement in 
every grade; consecpiently, a speci¬ 
men from each grade has been 
selected. 

In the spring of 1911, Mr. Harry 
Houston, supervisor of penmanship in 
the city of New Haven, was brought 
here to teach the teachers how to teach 
penmanship. Mr. Houston has made 
several visits, talking to the teachers 
at their meetings, watching them 
teach in the grades, and helping them 
in every possible way. The teachers 
have taken very kindly to his help, 
have worked with energy and zeal ; 
and, as a consequence, marked im¬ 
provement in penmanship is notice¬ 
able in every room in town. Mr. 
Houston, who is an expert, feels 
highly pleased with the results that 
the teachers have secured and he says 
that the success achieved is due

It 
is the belief of the school authorities 
that the credit for the good work is 
due to Mr. Houston and the teachers, i 
It will afford anyone pleasure and 
satisfaction to visit any of the school- j 
rooms during the penmanship period, j 
It would be very pleasing to them to 
see the spirit of willingness and | 
instant compliance upon the part of 
the pupils to the directions of the 
teacher. The readiness, willingness, 
and faithfulness of the pupils in follow¬ 
ing out these directions are bound to 
create in them habits of obedience. 
It is the belief of the school author¬ 
ities that, even though they forget or 
fail to carry out in after life what they 
have learned regarding writing, the 
habit of implicit and prompt obed¬ 
ience inculcated in them by means of 
the efficient teaching of penmanship 
will never leave them. 

Superintendent Hobson has many 
similar specimens of penmanship, 
both before and after the change in the 
teaching of this subject which he will 
be glad to show to any who call at the 
office. The teachers also will be 
pleased to greet any visitors and will 
gladly show them the results obtained 
in penmanship and will illustrate by 
actual teaching how these results are 
obtained. 

Last spring, an exchange of pen¬ 
manship papers from all the grades 
was made with the model training 
school of the New Britain Normal 
school. New Britain has had a 
trained specialist teaching penman¬ 
ship for many years; and, although 
penmanship has been taught here but 
one year, the papers sent from the 
Palmer schools were fully the equal in 
merit of the New Britain pai>ers. 

With this present method of in¬ 
struction and equal zeal and enthus¬ 
iasm upon the part of the teachers, 
there is no reason' why the Palmer 
schools should not turn out pupils who 
write a fair business hand. The 
specimens follows. An example from 
each grade is given, showing both old 
and new style, with the dates each was 
written :

Death of D. Winslow Foskett. 

I). Winslow Foskett, 64, died yester¬ 
day of paralysis at the hospital for the 
' insane at Northampton, M’here he had 
been for the past six years. Mr. 
i Foskett had been an important busi¬ 
ness man in this section until his 
1 health began to fail from brain para¬ 
lysis. He was the proprietor of Fos- 
j kett’s mills, situated on Elbow brook 
in the west part of Brimfield about 
four miles from Palmer. Mr. Foskett 
M’as genial and hearty in his dis¬ 
position, and had all the patronage 
needed to build up the big business 
which he successfully carried on for 
many years. Mr. Foskett succeeded 
to an old and historic plant. There 
was first a saw-mill on the site, built 
about 100 years ago by Darius Nichols, 
who married Rhoda Foskett. The first 
grist-mill was built by William Tucker 
and sold by him to Daniel Wight, Mr. 
Foskett’s uncle. Thus a continuous 
business has been conducted by mem¬ 
bers of Mr. Foskett’s family for a 
century, M’hile the last ownership has 
shared the great changes from in¬ 
dustries that met local needs to im¬ 
portation from the West. 


Mr. Foskett M’as born in Brimfield ; 
April 1, 1848, in the house M’here the | 
latter part of his life M’as spent. He i 
M-as the son of Rufus and Haney j 
(Wight) Foskett. He M-as educated j 
in the town schools and the Hitchcock i 
free academy. For some years he Mas 
in the grain and feed business Mith j 
Charles Holbrook of Palmer, under the : 
firm name of Foskett A Holbrook, and I 
lived in Palmer, after which he took | 
up the Brimfield business and enlarged 
it, erecting neM- buildings. Mr. Foskett 
Mas married to Miss Myra Moore 
October 5, 1897. He is survived by his 
M’idoM- anti by a son by a former M’ife, | 
Harrison W. Foskett of Springfield. 
The funeral will be held at the home 
in Brimfield to-morrow afternoon at I 
1.30 o’clock.

IS WOMAN THE WEAKER SEX 

Demonstrations Have Given Abundant 

Proof That Her Tenacity of Life Is 
Greater Than Man’s. 

From the earliest recorded time, 
says the Washington Herald, women 
have been spoken of as the weaker 
sex. As frail, delicate creatures. Emi¬ 
nent writers have asserted that aside 
from their natural constitutional frail¬ 
ty women were invalids one-fflth of the 
time. Yet the dawn of the twentieth 
century finds us with abundant proof 
of woman’s physical superiority over 
man when tested by length of years, 
the power to endure suffering and re¬ 
sist disease. 

In 1890 the United States census 
showed that there were at that time 
3,981 centenarians In the country, of 
whom 2,583 were women. Out of 89 
centenarians who died In England du¬ 
ring the year 1883 , 79 were women 
and ten were men, while out of 21 cen¬ 
tenarians who died In Scotland In 
1895 , 16 were women and five were 
men. 

The mystery of this tenacity of life 
in woman still remains a secret. 

At birth boys are slightly larger, 
both in height and weight; and con¬ 
tinue in the lead until twelve; then 
the girls pass them, both In height 
and weight for about two years, when 
the boys again take the lead and com 
plete their growth at about twenty- 
three or twenty-four, while girls com 
plete their growth at nineteen or twen¬ 
ty. With this brief exception, males 
excel in height and weight throughout 
life.

PLAGUE SPREAD BY CAMEL 

— 

Carcass of Dead Beast Left Exposed 
Caused Slight Outbreak in 
Russia. 

The Paris Medical publishes some 
observations which throw an impor¬ 
tant light on the cases of plague which 
occurred in Russia some time ago. As 
far back as 1907 Dr. Kiodnitzlhy no¬ 
ticed in the Cazarel Island, in the 
Caspian Sea, a, slight outbreak of 
plague. Three women were attacked, 
and he was able to establish, after | 
Inquiry, that they had all three been j 
engaged in handling the carcass of a 
camel which had died from some un- | 
known cause. Later, in April. 1911. | 
plague appeared In a little place In j 
the district of Kamysch-Samara. Six | 
persons were attacked with plague, I 
and all had eaten of a camel that had 
died. 

At the end of September, in the 
same year, another camel in the dis¬ 
trict died, and then an autopsy was 
made. There were no clear indica¬ 
tions of any injuries to account for 
death, but in the viscera the doctor 
; found a bacillus identical with that of 
I Yersin, the cultures of which repro¬ 
duced plague in animals which were I 
1 inoculated. Toward the end of the 
same month other human beings were 
attacked, and the outbreak coincided 
with the death of a camel, and tests 
: with the blood produced a typical 
plague bacillus. Dr. Kiodnitzlhy has 
no doubt that the cases of plague in 
i the human beings owed their origin 
to eating the flesh of plague-stricken 
t camels, and he suggests that the cam- 
i els In question had been eating her¬ 
bage which had become infected by 
camels suffering from the disease.

If the pig shows too much 
fight it is dropped, the fall killing the 
animal. Then the eagle descends and 
carries off the carcass to the distant 
aerie. Foxes a',so are the prey of the 
eagles.

Arsenic has been found as a normal 
constituent in man and animals, and . 
now Drs. Jadin and Astrug, two 
French biologists, show that it may be 
derived from edible plants and fruits. 
They examined thirty-nine vegetable 
substances, and obtained arsenic from 
all, the quantities ranging from 0.03 
part per million in the leek to 0.25 
part per million in almonds and beans. 
Other vegetable matters, containing 
arsenic are the common cabbage, the 
turnip, the potato, cultivated mush¬ 
rooms, black truffles, Japanese rice, 
red haricots, white haricots, gray 
peas, split peas, lentils, artichokes, 
salsify, chicory, lettuce, spinach, green 
peas, celery, carrots, watercress, cauli¬ 
flower, wild asparagus, hazelnuts, fil¬ 
berts, chestnuts, apples, pears, 
oranges, pineapples and bananas.

In the First Hampden representative 
district there exists a condition unique 
in Eastern Hampden Legislative con¬ 
tests, in that there are three candidates 
for the coveted seat in the lower branch 
of the General Court. Freelon Q. Ball 
of Monson is the Republican nominee, 
Richard 8 . Hughes of the same town 
has been named by the Democrats, 
and John F. Hebard of Holland has 
the backing of the Progressives. In 
making up their minds which candi¬ 
date to favor with their votes it will be 
well for the Republicans to bear in j 
mind the possible effect of a division of j 
the party strength. The district is j 
normally Republican, but not by a 
large majority. The votes for the Pro¬ 
gressive candidate will, it is presumed, 
come very largely from that party, and 
should enough of them be thus diverted I 
the election of the Democratic candi¬ 
date might result. This would mean 
an additional vote for John F. 
Fitzgerald for United States senator, 
and Massachusetts, with her reputation 
for sending men of large calibre to these 
positions, should do everything possible 
to maintain her prestige. Under the 
circumstances it is no time for the 
Republicans of the First Hampden 
representative district to try experi¬ 
ments ; they should bear in mind that 
a vote for any other than the regular 
party nominee is a vote for John F. : 
Fitzgerald for United States senator. 

The outlook for Republican success 
in the presidential contest grows 
brighter every day, and the idea that 
the struggle would be exclusive ly be¬ 
tween Wilson and Roosevelt has been 
shattered. Many elements have con¬ 
tributed to the change in sentiment,— 
the investigation of campaign con¬ 
tributions at Washington, the sound 
condition of business, the prospect of 
continued prosperity,—but chiefly the 
sound sober thought that, after all 
that has been said and insinuated, the 
fact remains that very little appears 
by way of advantage or gain to the 
country or to the people in throwing 
President Taft out of office and sub¬ 
stituting in his place either of his 
opponents. The contest as it shapes 
itself on the approach of election day 
is clearly between Taft and his Demo¬ 
cratic opponent, Mr. Wilson. 

The citizens of Palmer will look 
askance at any proposition which will 
tend to place more poles and wires in 
the streets of the town. Every effort 
should be made to lessen the number 
and not add to them. Whether the 
new company seeking rights within 
our borders would consent to place all 
its wires underground or not is not 
known, but there is no suggestion to 
that effect. 

Hallowe’en celebrators were out in 
force last evening in every section. In 
Springfield there were IB false fire 
alarms by youngsters who of course 
knew better. But when “the youth 
of the town knew that they could not 
be prosecuted even if they were caught 
in the act of ringing a false alarm,” as 
the Springfield Republican states, it’s 
time for a change of conditions. 

It is to be remarked that the finding 
of the jury in the Becker murder 
trial in New York, and the death 
sentence this week, occasions little 
if any adverse comment outside the 
convicted man's family, counsel and 
the men charged with the actual 
killing. Apparently everybody is sat¬ 
isfied that only justice has been done. 

A new method of restricting pro¬ 
fanity is that of Director Cooke of the 
Philadelphia department of public 
works, who has issued an order that no 
employe of the department is to use 
profane language to himself or to a 
fellow-employe without first getting a 
permit. Perhaps it will work.

RELICS OF THE BRONZE AGE 

Remarkable Find of Pre historio 
Weapons and Ornaments Made in 
Karst Mountains. 

A remarkable find of prehistorfo 
weapons and ornaments has been 
made in a cavern at St. Kanzion, in 
the Karst mountains, not far from 
Abbazia. The cavern, which is known 
as the “Cave of Flies,” from the num¬ 
ber of insects which, apparently breed¬ 
ing there, issue forth at certain times 
of the year, is a subterranean cham¬ 
ber with a perpendicular depth of 
one hundred and fifty feet, the only 
entrance to which is by a hole in the 
roof. It was recently explored by 
some climbers with the help of a long 
rope ladder. A Roman helmet, dating 
from the beginning of the Christian 
era, which the owner had apparently 
dropped down the hole, was first 
found. Encouraged by this the im¬ 
perial museum sent men to dig into 
the earth and stones which have fal¬ 
len from the roof and sides and form 
the floor of the cavern, and at a depth 
of three feet they discovered over a 
thousand articles of bronze, including I 
two hundred lance heads, a number of 
swords, axes, clasps and vessels. The 
last named had all been burned | 
through by fire. The date of the arti- ■ 
cles is estimated at about 1000 B. C. 
Since it appears impossible that men j 
in the bronze age should have lived at ; 
the bottom of such a deep and inac¬ 
cessible cavern archaeologists believe J 
the weapons and vessels must have 
been thrown down the hole as a sacri¬ 
fice to some subteranean deity.—Vien¬ 
na Correspondence London Standard.

May Shoot Deer Next Week. 

Hunting Allowed From Sunrise Monday 
To Sunset Saturday. 

The annual weekly deer hunt will be 
on in Massachusetts next week, when 
the animals may be hunted and shot 
from sunrise of Monday until sunset 
of Saturday. As has been the rule 
i heretofore, shot guns only may be 
used, a very wise precaution in a 
section so thickly settled as is this, 
and where rifiels have the power to 
send bullets a couple of miles or more 
and do deadly execution at that dis¬ 
tance. Only one deer is allowed to a 
man—or woman if she hunts—and the 
killing must be reported at once to the 
game warden in that section. 
Wounded animals which get away are 
also to be reported. 

That there will be the usual num¬ 
ber of hunters is assured. Already 
quantities of licenses to hunt have 
been taken out, and many others will 
be issued before to-morrow night. 
The number issued by Town Clerk 
Foley of Palmer up to this morning 
was 280, and the influx of outside 
hunters will no doubt be large.

There is always a certain amount of 
interest attached to the deductions 
drawn by graphologist* from the sig¬ 
natures of eminent men.

“The other letters forming the signa¬ 
ture show similar characteristics,” the 
graphologist proceeds. “The final ‘m 
is indicative of great diplomacy, which 
1 o the analyist suggests subtlety. The 
letter also suggests the impossibility 
of the suppression of the ‘ego.’ The 
flourish which terminates the imperial 
autograph shows a suppleness of spir- 
i it, a desire to be loved, also self-es- 
[ teem. 

“The two terminating points indi¬ 
cate defiance and generally the char¬ 
acteristics are those of an extraor¬ 
dinary imagination."

Patented Articles Must Be Marked. 

We are all accustomed to see a pat¬ 
ented article marked “Patented,” with 
the date of the patent. It is doubtful, 
however, whether one in a hundred, 
or in five hundred, who notices the 
mark realizes its importance to the 
patentee. The statute on the subject 
makes it the duty of all patentees or 
those holding inter or making the 
patented article for them to anhY the 

mark. ‘‘Patented.” together with the 
day and year the patent was granted, 
and the same statute provides as a 
penalty for not marking that “In any 
suit for infringement by the rarty 
failing to so mark no damages shall 
be recovered by the plaintiff, except 
on proof that the defendant was duly 
notified of the infringement, and con¬ 
tinued, after such notice, to make, use 
or vend the article so patented.”— 
Scientific American.

“Where the sun is hottest on the 
yellow grass the crickets still chirp 
and the green katydids sing from 
bending stalks. The crickets creep 
into the bungalow on the logs for the 
fireplace and chirp from the corners 
of the room. 

“Some morning, when It is particu¬ 
larly golden and still, on your throw¬ 
ing open the doors the world will be 
filled with a tremendous chatter of 
birds—not of a few, but apparently 
of all the birds on earth, all talking 
at' once.

By degrees I acquired the art 
Df seeing my blind charges see through 
my eyes. My biggest stumbling block 
was women’s clothes. No woman I met 
anywhere show a keener avidity to 
keep up with the fashions than those I 
take out from the blind asylum, and it 
requires every one of my newly ac¬ 
quired gifts to convey an adequate 
Idea of the season’s styles.”

Electric Co. Has Spent $325,000 
Since Spring. 


AMPLE POWER NOW FOR EVERYBODY. 


In Addition to the Blanchardviile Plant, 
Company Can Get Power From 
Two Other Sources. 

The enormous sum of $325,000 has 
been spent since the last of March, 
this year, by the new management of 
the Central Massachusetts Electric 
Company, according to the company’s 
public announcement in the press to¬ 
day. Of this large sum of money, 
practically half has been spent in 
making permanent changes, improve¬ 
ments and additions at the company’s 
plant in Blanchardviile, with the 
result that this station is now able to 
give a service that it would be im¬ 
possible to excel in any part of Massa¬ 
chusetts. The rest of the money has 
gone t£ the expense of building new 
transmission lines and distribution 
systems in Palmer, Monson, Wilbra- 
ham, Warren, West Warren, Brook, 
field. West Brookfield, North Brook¬ 
field, Belchertown, East Longmeadow, 
Thorndike and Bondsville. These 
tines cover, in an absolutely thorough 
manner, practically all the principal 
residential and business sections of 
these towns, so that to-day, almost 
•very householder or business block in 
these towns can readily obtain 
electricity, not only for light, but for 
heat and power. 

The improvements of the greatest 
interest, at the present moment, are 
indisputably those at the company’s 
station at Blanchardviile. A visit to 
this plant reveals an almost complete 
transformation. Within the few short 
months that have intervened since the 
station w r as taken over by the new 
management, an entirely new water 
power plant has been installed, which 
includes the construction of a modern 
masonry Hume and the setting of 
three highly efficient water wheels 
connected directly with three genera¬ 
tors, aggregating a capacity of 1200 
horse power. In addition to this, 
there has been installed a Westing- 
house turbo electric generator of the 
very latest type with the capacity of 
1300 horse power. This generator, to¬ 
gether with the water wheels, gives the 
station a capacity of 2500 horse power 
in new’ machinery. With the remain¬ 
ing old machinery still on hand, the 
present capacity of the Central Massa¬ 
chusetts Electric Company’s power 
plant is 4000 horse power or nearly the 
equivalent of the central station used 
for a city the size of Lynn. 

This capacity alone places the station 
of the Central Massachusetts Electric 
Company in a position not only to give 
adequate and excellent service to every 
customer for lights and power in the 
territories served, but also to meet con¬ 
siderable growth for some time to 
come. Not willing, however, to be 
unprepared in any way for whatever 
increase may come or w’hatever de¬ 
mands may be made, the company has 
completed contract arrangements w’ith 
the Connecticut River Power Trans¬ 
mission Company and the New Eng¬ 
land Power Company for the delivery 
of any amount of electric power that 
may be required from their hydro 
electric and auxilliary stations on the 
Connecticut and Deerfield Rivers. 
Thus has the Central Massachusetts 
Electric Company, within nine 
months, not only established a reli¬ 
able power nucleus, but it has, in 
addition, provided its territory and its 
customers, with an elastic pow’er sup¬ 
ply that can be made equal to meet 
any demand that may be asked of it. 
However, the company is now able not 
only to meet the power needs of every 
manufacturer in its territory, but also 
those of any new industries that may 
come here, and in this way, its work 
represents an invaluable asset in the 
future building of the territory. 

In commenting upon the work done, 
and improvements accomplished by 
the company in this period. Manager 
H. M. Parsons expresses most emphat¬ 
ically his appreciation of the patience 
and consideration shown by the public 
during the period of uncertain service 
that has bothered both the company 
and its customers. On account of the 
condition that the station was in at the 
time the new management took charge 
and also because of the difficulties 
arising through the necessity of operat¬ 
ing the station during the installation 
of the new machinery, this poor service 
has been absolutely unavoidable. The 
management, of course, realized this 
fact, but did not expect that the public 
itself would so generously and reason- 


So it is Now Announced. Some Phases 
of the Situation. 

Among the good news of the holiday 
season is the report, which bears the 
stamp of authenticity at least, that the 
Southern New England railroad—the 
extension of the Grand Trunk from 
Palmer to Providence—is to be built. 
The statement is made by Vice Pres- 
| ident J. E. Dalrymple of the Grand 
Trunk, who in New York Tuesday 
gave out the following : 

“The building of the Southern 
New England, our proposed sub¬ 
sidiary, has not been abandoned. 
The construction work on this new 
line has been but temporarily sus¬ 
pended. This suspension was 
purely due to a stringency in the 
money market, and the inadvis¬ 
ability to finance the work under 
prohibitive interest rates both here 
and abroad. The work will be re¬ 
sumed, but is dependent upon the 
monetary situation assuming a nor¬ 
mal condition.” 

Of interest in connection with the 
possible fate of this proposed railroad 
construction is the petition filed last 
Saturday with the secretary of state for 
Gov. Pothier of Rhode Island and 
Mayor Fletcher of Providence, Attor¬ 
ney General Wright and Henry Barker, 
all of Rhode Island, for authority to 
acquire the New England branch of 
the Grand Trunk. If granted, the plan 
is for Rhode Island to build the Palmer- 
Providence line. The matter will come 
before the next Legislature. 

Interesting indeed are the develop¬ 
ments of the past week in the Grand 
Trunk-New Haven imbroglio. From 
Boston on Saturday came a statement 
from President Chamberlin of the 
Grand Trunk that the traffic agree¬ 
ment between the two roads, which 
was announced only a few days pre¬ 
viously as agreed upon and had been 
sent abroad for ratification by the 
Grand Trunk’s English directors, had 
been turned down as unsatisfactory. 
At the same time it was announced— 
from another source however—that 
work on the Palmer-Providence line 
would probably be resumed soon. 
From New Haven Sunday came a let¬ 
ter from President Mellen of the New 
Haven lines, asking to be allowed to 
testify before the federal grand jury 
which is in New York investigating 
the deal between the two railroad 
systems. On Tuesday it was given out 
by President Chamberlain of the Grand 
Trunk that there is no traffic agree¬ 
ment between the New Haven and the 
Grand Trunk, nor even a consideration 
of one, but that a consideration of bet¬ 
ter traffic arrangements between the 
Central Vermont railroad and the New 
Haven system is under discussion, and 
has been for the past six months. 

In direct contradiction of this state¬ 
ment Vice President E. G. Buckland 
of the New Haven road, testifying at 
Washington Wednesday, before the 
House rules committee, which is con¬ 
sidering an investigation of the whole 
matter, put into evidence a copy of the 
much-discussed agreement. This 
agreement begins “The New Haven 
agrees to open joint rates and through 
billing in connection with the Grand 
Trunk lines, all its stations — the divis¬ 
ion of such joint rates to be committed 
to B. Campbell, representing the New 
Haven and .1. E. Dalrymple, represen¬ 
ting the Grand Trunk” and so on 
through the whole document. 

The public has long since made up 
its mind whether or not there was a 
proposed traffic agreement.

Born Here in 1824, He Saw Great 
Changes During His 
Lifetime. 

John King Knox, 88, died Monday 
night at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Ward in Springfield. While he 
had been in failing health for several 
months, his last sickness was confined 
to about three weeks. 

John King Knox was born in 
Palmer May 28, 1824, son of Col. 
Cyrus and Peggy (Shaw) Knox. lie 
was born in the old John King Jr. 
tavern, then standing on the present 
site of the bank block on Main street, 
which was a two-story building built 
in 1763 and taken down in 1838. At 
the time of his birth there were five 
old farm houses from Shearer’s 
Corner to Tenneyville, besides the 
King tavern and the one-room school- 
house this side of Tenneyville. The 
same section was divided into five 
farms, that of John Shaw’s from 
Shearer’s Corner to where the 
Nassowanno House now stands ; from 
that point to Church street was the 
John Watson farm, from which point

Mr. Knox’s parents lived for some 
years in the old King tavern and later 
in the John Shaw house, which stood 
on the site of the late John Squier 
residence. The Shaw house is now 
tenement near the foundry. 
About 1830 Col. Knox built the house 
where Mr. Buck now resides, where he 
lived till his death in 1864. Young 
Knox begun his school days in the 
one-room schoolhouse before men¬ 
tioned, and was often taken there 
during the old time snow storms on an 
ox sled, through piled-up drifts which 
filled the highway from fence to fence. 
About 1840 a two-room schoolhouse 
was built, which is now the residence 
of L. A. Conant, in the upper room of 
which he had the enjoyable privilege 
of attending school under the charge 
of Samuel Fleming, a college graduate 
and a fine teacher. Later he finished his 
education at the academies of Monson 
and Amherst. 

Mr. Knox lived with his parents 
until three years after his marriage, 
when his father bought for him in 
1851 the old John McMaster farm, 
and removing the old house, one of the 
most ancient in town, he built a new 
one on the site, where he lived until 
1891 and where for 40 years he had 
dispensed generous hospitality and 
good cheer. Mr. and Mrs. Knox 
then changed their abode to Three 
Rivers, where they lived about a 
dozen years, then went to live with 
their daughter in Springfield where 
they both spent the remainder of their 
lives. Mr. Knox retained his citizen¬ 
ship in Palmer, and came back each 
year to vote in the fall elections as 
long as strength permitted. 

At the time of Mr. Knox’s birth 
there was one church in town and two 
stores ; no village save the hamlet at 
the old Center. He lived to see our 
four villages evolve with their busy 
factories, numerous stoles, schools 
and churches for the mental and 
spiritual elevation of the masses. He 
saw the invasion of the railroads at 
every turn, the coming of the tele¬ 
graph, the telephone and the electric 
cars and street lights, all undreamed 
of and deemed impossible when he

first saw the light of day. Truly it 
must have been a joy to hive been 
permitted to live through nearly a 
century of the most wonderful develop¬ 
ment of the world’s history for one 
who could appreciate it. 

In his declining years, when waning 
strength prevented him from labor, he 
enjoyed the privilege of calling up the 
past with a congenial friend, con¬ 
trasting the days of his boyhood with 
the present. He possessed a wealth of 
genial sunshine in his heart which no 
adverse circumstances seemed to 
perturb. He seemed to live in an 
atmosphere of calm that allowed no 
intrusive force to change its serenity. 

He united with the Second Congre¬ 
gational church of Palmer in 1877, and 
with his wife remained in full fellow¬ 
ship until his death, both taking an 
active part in its work while residing 
in the parish. In politics he was a 
Republican, and was ever loyal to the 
best interests of his native town and 
state. In fine he exhibited in his life 
the type of the sturdy yoemen that 
have given New England its enviable 
place in the Commonwealth of our 
nation. 

Mr. Knox married May 21, 1848, 
AlthenaFay, born in Monson Septem¬ 
ber 22, 1824, who died in Springfield 
December 6, 1905. To Mr. and Mrs. 
Knox were born one son, John Mar¬ 
shall, who died in 1892, and two daugh¬ 
ters, Sarah E., now Mrs. Irwin G. 
Ward, and Martha L., now Mrs. 
Frank A. Ruggles* who survive. He 
is also survived by eleven grand¬ 
children and seven great-grand¬ 
children ; also a brother, James Knox 
of Palmer. 

The funeral was held yesterday at 
t lie home of his granddaughter, 
Mrs. Charles S. Buggies in Three 
Rivers, Rev. F. S. Brewer officiating.

Palmer Woman’s Club Takes 
Hold of Problem. 

SAYS MAIN STREET IS A DISGRACE. 


Committee Will See What Can Be Done 
Toward Keeping It In Better 
Condition. 

j Disgusted with the untidy appear¬ 
ance which the business section of 
; Main street—between Thorndike and 
Church streets—presents the greater 
part of the time, the Palmer Woman’s 
club is to make an endeavor to bring 
I about a changed condition, with par- 
| ticular reference to Sunday mornings, 

| and has appointed a committee to con¬ 
sider ways and means. 

I The matter w’as brought to the at- 
j tention of the club at the meeting last 
Friday by (he president, Mrs. Emma 
L. Chandler, and was discussed at some 
length. It was agreed that the street 
presents anything but a pleasing aspect 
to visitors the major portion of the 
time. Along the south side of that 
part between Church and Central 
streets, by reason of the peculiar eddy¬ 
ing of the air currents, quantities of 
waste paper of almost every kind 
accumulate and are allowed to remain 
indefinitely. This condition also pre¬ 
vails in other sections, particularly 
that between Bridge and Thorndike 
streets. Since the colder weather has 
set in the brick paving has been 
cleaned only at long intervals, with an 
inevitable accumulation of filth of 
various classes. A rainy day trans¬ 
forms this into a mass of mud which it 
w’as hoped to be rid of when the paving 
was installed. 

But special emphasis was laid on the 
uncleanly condition of the sidewalks 
on Sunday mornings, with their accu¬ 
mulation of peanut shells and other 
kinds of refuse deposited there by the 
late Saturday night crowds. These are 
left undisturbed until the wind takes 
them off the walk into the street, or 
until Monday morning arrives with the 
usual week-day sweeping of the walk 
by storekeepers. It was unanimously 
agreed that something in the way of 
improvement is needed, and that the 
sooner the change is brought about the 
better. The tow’n is getting an un¬ 
enviable reputation because of the con¬ 
ditions existing, one member of the' 
club stating that an autoist who travels 
much for pleasure had said that Pal¬ 
mer’s Main street was the most dis¬ 
reputable in appearance of any he had 
| visited. 

Just what could be done in the mat¬ 
ter was something of a conundrum, but 
it w’as suggested that the help of each 
business man might be enlisted to the 
extent of having the sidewalk in front 
of his store sw-ept every Sunday morn¬ 
ing, and the refuse en the paving 
gathered up and deposited in the refuse 
cans now placed at intervals along the 
street. The committee in charge is 
Mrs. H. W. Brainerd, Mrs. F. J. Ham¬ 
ilton, Mrs. G. S. Holden. 

Another matter which the club voted 
to take up was that of the unsightly 
billboard which has for a long time 
occupied a place on Central street in 
front of the opera house. It was blown 
down in a recent high wind, and the 
club is to ask Mr. Fillmore, manager of 
the opera house, to refrain from again 
installing it.

The 
proportion of copper sulphate used in 
the ponds at Kew Gardens is one part 
to from 750 000 to 1.000.000 parts oi 
water. Sulphate of copper in a pm 
verized state i? placed in a porous bag 
and dragged through the water until 
dissolved. The water in St. James’s 
Park, London, it nvght be mentioned, 
has for two summers been kept free 
from scum by this method.—London 
Mail.__

Incorporation of Company For This Pur¬ 
pose Proposed. 

It is announced that a petition is to 
be presented to the next Connecticut 
General Assembly asking for the incor¬ 
poration of a street railway company, 
to be known as the Stafford and Mon¬ 
son Street Railway company, which 
plans to construct a line from Stafford 
Springs to the state line, there to con¬ 
nect with an extension of the line from 
Palmer to Monson. The proposed line 
would start at Hayma ket Square in 
Stafford Springs and run north through 
Oreutts and Evergreen Park near the 
state line. The petition will also in¬ 
clude a request for a line from Stafford 
Springs through Stafford Hollow' and 
Staffordville to connect with the Pal¬ 
mer and Worcester line near Brimfield. 
The New Haven road already has 
a charter for this line, but it does not 
appear likely to build and the charter 
will expire in a short time. 

The inhabitants of Wales would be 
very much gratified if the latter branch 
is ever built. It is recognized that such 
a line would mean everything to the 
town in the way of freight facilities, 
which it must have if its mills are to 


compete successfully with those more 
advantageously situated. The town 
has long wished that the line already 
chartered might be constructed, but 
long ago gave up hope. The Con¬ 
necticut promotors may not build if 
the charter is granted, but the new 
move is sure to revive hopes. The line 
to Monson would be welcomed by 
Stafford people who have business in 
Springfield, as the steam road accom¬ 
modations are not of the best.

The Warren Power company, which 
proposes to erect a power plant at West 
Warren for the production of elec¬ 
tricity which it desires to* sell in com¬ 
munities west of that point, and which 
has been granted competitive fran¬ 
chises in Palmer, Ludlow and West 
Springfield, has run up against a snag 
in Chicopee, its petition for a franchise 
in that city being turned down at a 
meeting of the aldermen this week.

MONSON CITIZENS KICK. 

Object to Big Raise in Electric 
Co’s. Bills. 

MASS MEETING DRAWS LARGE CROWD 


Boost of 20 to 400 Per Cent Over Last 
Year’s November Bills. No 


The citizens of Monson have for some 
time been much dissatisfied with the 
electric service which the Central Mas¬ 
sachusetts Electric company has fur¬ 
nished, and on Thursday evening of 
last week held a mass meeting to voice 
their protests and take some action in 
the matter. The meeting was called 
by A. I). Norcross, O. C. McCray and 
E. C. Bradway, and was held in the 
selectmen’s room in Memorial Hall. 

A. I). Norcross acted as chairman 
and G. L. Keeney as clerk. The 
room was well filled with disgruntled 
electricity users, and numerous of them 
voiced their discontent with the service. 
There were many complaints of over¬ 
charging, and all were similar, to the 
effect that the November bills of this 
year were approximately double those 
of the same month in previous years, 
while the quality of the light was sub¬ 
stantially the same. The poor quality 
of the street lights also came in for a 
share of criticism, and there was much 
adverse comment on the part of 
business men that the lights do not 
come on many nights until 9 or 10 
o’clock when, to be of any benefit to 
the merchants and their customers 
they should begin to burn much 
earlier. A committee consisting of 
A. D. Norcross, O. C. McCray, M. H. 
Post, H. F. Dewing and E. C. Brad¬ 
way was appointed to investigate com¬ 
plaints and conditions and report at 
an adjourned meeting which was held 
last evening. 

This meeting was held in Memorial 
hall, the selectmen’s room being too 
small to accommodate the crowd. 
A. D. NorcrC s presided and reported 
for the committee. Papers had been 
circulated among the users of electricity 
asking the amount of the bills for 
October and November of the past 
three years. fn nearly all cases they 
showed an increase; that for November 
1912 over 1911 varied from 20 to 400 per 
cent. Accompanying these letters were 
many statements stating that the 
increase was not due to the use of more 
light; in some instances gas had been 
used to furnish light in place of that 
furnished entirely by electricity a year 
ago. 

Mr. Norcross stated that not only 
were the committee satisfied that there 
was something radically wrong, but 
that the reports presented to the meet¬ 
ing showed it; the officials of the 
electric company also admitted it, but 
are alleged to be unable to account for 
it or explain the reason. A rebate, he 
said, should be received from the com¬ 
pany on exorbitant bills, but it was his 
opinion that the committee should go 
further into the matter, and if the 
meeting so decided it would do so. The 
Warren Power company is desirous of 
furnishing a service in town, and this 
will be looked into. The committee 
could also investigate the purchasing 
of power in bulk, the town attending • 
to the distribution, as is done in some 
other places. 

The matter of a municipal lighting 
plant was also touched upon. Mr. 
Norcross was a member of the com¬ 
mittee appointed several years ago to 
look into this proposition, and the 
questionable success of the scheme 
deters the committee from urging it on 
the town. There is, however, an avail¬ 
able water power and the place for a 
plant, and there are numerous reasons 
why such a proposition might be ad¬ 
vantageous. The public was asked to 
bear patiently with the committee, as 
it felt that a satisfactory adjustment 
would be made before long. 

Various phases of the situation were 
touched on at length by other members 
of the committee. In reply toaquestion 
from Mr. Shaw as to whether or not

at Christmas, which happened to cor¬ 
respond with the Yuletide festival, at 
the time of the winter solstice. 

Longfellow has used one of these 
stories in “King Olaf’s Christmas.” 
Another, in which real religious fer¬ 
vor and moral heroism play a part, is 


the story of the first Christmas tree. 

There stands at Altenbergen, in 
northern Germany a statue erected in 
1811 in honor of Saint Boniface; and 
the place of the statue is said to be 
the site of the first Christian church 
In north Germany. 

Boniface, who must not be confused 
1 with any of the nine popes who bore 
the name, was a Briton by birth, and 
his name was Wynfrith. Declining 
high ecclesiastical honor, he chose to 
oe a missionary to the rude tribes of 
the German forests. Of these tribes 
Tacitus tells us; and we know that 
they were implacable in war and 
bloody in their worship, but that 
among their virtues was a marked 
purity of private life and love of 
home. 

Each year these people sacrificed 
to their gods. One of their holiest 
shrines was a great oak at Qeismar. 
There they gathered at midnight at 
the winter solstice, and offered a fair 
lad as a sacrifice to call back the re¬ 
treating sun. 

Thus they were assembled at tne 


Yuletide in the year 724. As the mid¬ 
night approached, an old prieBt raised p 
the hammer to strike down the child, 
when Boniface interposed a strong 
arm and an eager word. He told them 
of a child who was born seven hun¬ 
dred years before, and how he show¬ 
ed to men that they need offer no 
more bloody sacrifices. He told them 
of the love of God and the beauty of 
his service. The stern men heard and 
believed. Urged by the heroic mis¬ 
sionary, they hewed down the dark 
thunder-oalc, the scene of so many 
sacrifices. 

The legend says that when the tree 
fell, it left a young fir growing be¬ 
tween the shattered branches, and un¬ 
broken by their fall. Boniface told 
them to take that tree to their ban¬ 
queting hall; to serve God with joy 
and feasting; and to take for their 
Yule tree this one, with roots un¬ 
stained with blood, and with ever¬ 
green foliage for a symbol of immor¬ 
tality. 

If part of the story is myth, it is not 
all myth; and it is surely a beautiful 
way of explaining one of the most 
beautiful of Christmas customs.— 
Youth’s Companion._

bers along the top of the map the zone 
in which the office is located is almost * 
instantly shown. ej 

It will be well for those making use c 
of the new parcels post to remember I ^ 
that ordinary postage stamps will not I p 
be good for packages. Special stamps j Q 
must be purchased. The names and j g( 
address of the sender must also be j g 
affixed. Failure to do so will result in the i i] 
holding up of the package. If ordinary 
stamps are affixed the package will . “ 
also be held at the office of mailing. 

In case a package is not deliverable at j 
destination it will be returned to the j < 
sender. The new series of stamps is 
one of the most perfect and attractive 
in design ever issued by the United ] 
States or any other country, and were , 
designed, engraved and printed by the 1 
most skilled of the expert engravers of j 
the bureau of engraving and printing j 
in Washington, under the personal j 
supervision of Director Ralph of the I 
bureau. Most of the stamps are red j 
in color and range from one cent to $1 : 
in value. There are 12 different 
designs for the 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 10, 15, 20, | 
25, 50, 75-cent and $1 stamps, all 
printed in red ink. Postage due 
stamps for parcels post are also issued 
in values of 1, 2, 5, 10 and 25 cents, 
and are printed in green ink. They 
are attractive in appearance, but not 
so elaborate as the stamps for prepay¬ 
ment of packages. The stamps 
measure 1 by 1$ inches. 

The designs are also attractive. The 
post office clerk familiar in every city 
appears on the one-cent stamp, while 
the tireless letter carrier, known to 
every householder, is pictured on the 
two-cent stamp, as he appears in his 
regular round of delivering letters. 
The three-cent stamp shows the rail¬ 
way mail service, the four-cent stamp 


will do much for the rural resident and 
the farmer. Under its provisions he 
will be enabled to be served with many 
things in a much shorter time than be- 
fore.

By Federal Grand Jury Under 
Anti-trust Act. 

j SO ARE CHAMBERLIN AND SMITHERS. 


Charged With Being Responsible For 
Grand Trunk Holdup. Plea of 
Not Guilty Entered. 

The federal grand jury at New York, 
which has been investigating the Grand 
Trunk-New Haven railroad scandal, 
on Monday jointly indicted Charles S. 
Mellen, president of the New Haven 
lines, Edson J. Chamberlin, president 
of the Grand Trunk, and Alfred W. 
Smithers of London, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Grand Trunk, 
under the Sherman anti-trust law, with 
conspiring to restrain trade in con¬ 
nection with “a memorandum of agree¬ 
ment” between the two roads under 
which, it is alleged the Grand Trunk 
proposed to abandon the extension of 
its railroad lines to Providence, R. I., 
together with a steamship line between 
Providence and New York.

PALMER NEWS. 

Death of Henry L. Gray. 

Well-known Resident Passes Away at 
Advanced Age of 81. 

Henry L. Gray, 81, died about 8 
o’clock Tuesday evening at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. G. A. Rice with 
whom t he had lived for some time. 
Death was due to Bright’s disease, 
from which he had suffered for some 
time. 

Mr. Gray was born in Unity, N. H., 
in 1831. Later he lived in Rutland, 
Vt., for seven years and came to 
Palmer in 1872. For a number of 
years he conducted the eating house 
in the station of the New London 
Northern railroad, all trains on that 
line at that time stopping at 
Palmer “30 minutes for lunch.” 
When the station was abolished 
to make room for the union 
passenger station of the Boston and 
Albany and the New Iiondon North¬ 
ern roads he moved his business to 
Bridge street, where he continued it 
for some time but finally disposed of 
it. Mr. Gray was for 17 years the 
janitor of the Palmer high school, and 
served the Congregational church 13 
years in the same capacity; he was 
also for several years janitor of the 
Palmer grammar school. He had 
been retired for several ye ts. 

Mr. Gray was twice married, his first 
wife being Sophia Nichols of Unity, 
N. H.; she died in 1868. In 1870 he 
married Sarah A. Pierson of Acworth, 
N. H., who died in 1889. He leaves, 
besides his daughter, a twin sister, 
Mrs. O. L. Slader of Providence, R. I., 
and three grandchildren, Sophia, 
Edward and Clarence Rice of Palmer. 

The funeral was held yesterday after¬ 
noon at 3 at the home of his daughter, 
Rev. F. S. Brewer officiating. Mrs. A. 
D. Norcross of Monson sang three 
selections. The body will be taken to 
Unity, N. H., to-morrow morning for 
burial.

We assume that with the loss of one 
faculty others have developed. What 
a man cannot sea he hears, and his 
mind stores up. Our faith in the re¬ 
tentiveness of a blind man’s memory 
has been frequently justified. Where 
a person with all his senses would be¬ 
come confused and testify vaguely, 
the blind man can repeat a conversa¬ 
tion verbatim.”
